Washington. May 6.—Although tele¬ 
graph wires have not brought to Wash¬ 
ington the actual news of the severance 
of diplomatic relations of Guatemala 
and Mexico, officials here have no doubt 
that Mexico took the action to-day that 
will result in giving to the Guatemalan 
minister in Mexico passports for his 
withdrawal. The Mexican minister In 
Guatemala is now preparing to return 
home and the American charge, Philip 
Brown, Secretary to the legation, has 
been instructed to look after Mexican 
Interests In the Guatemalan capital up¬ 
on the departure of the Mexican minis¬ 
ter. 

Ambasador Creel, of Mexico, has 
been In hourly anticipation of a mes¬ 
sage from his Government Informing 
him that the break had occurred be¬ 
tween his country and Guatemala. He 
was advised that Guatemala had denied 
the request for the surrender of Gen. 

Jose Lima, who is suspected of being 
Implicated In the murder in Mexico of 
former President Barrillas, of Guate¬ 
mala, and that there was no alterna¬ 
tive but for Mexico to consider the re¬ 
fusal ns an insult, necessitating the 
(Bacontlnuance of relations between the 
two countries. The break was to take 
place to-day. and the absence of any 
message announcing It does not mean 
that it has not occurred In accordance 

with the programme. 

* • • 

Numerous Messages. 

The State Department had numer¬ 
ous messages to-day from Minister 
Lee. who is about to leave Guatemala 
for the United States, on account of 
Illness, adn from Secretary Brown. 

These dispatches conArmed the ad¬ 
vices received fiom diplomatic repre- 
■sentatlves in Washington of the Two 
countries that there was no possibility 
of Guatemala and Mexico arranging the 
controversy over the demand for the 
extradition of Gen. Lima. 

The formality of Issuing passports in 
the two countries, each for the with¬ 
drawal of the Minister of the other 
Government, will probably require a 
day or two. It Is not known here what 
diplomatist will attend to the interests 
of Guatemala in Mexico, but it Is not 
Impossible that the United States will 
perform this service, ns well as for 

Mexico In Guatemala.

Does Not Mean War. 

The severance of diplomatic relations 
does not mean war. although the fact 
that the countries adjoin causes great 
anxiety. There may be at any time In¬ 
vasions by one or the other into the 
territory of the enemy by Irresponsible 
bands and doubtless trouble would re¬ 
sult that might easily end in declara¬ 
tions of hostilities. Officials of the 
State Department Intend to use their 
good offices In an effort to adjust the

Dr. Watson came to Mt. Pleasant ori 
April 23 from Minneapolis to deliver 
a lecture to the students of the Iowa 
Watson became ill and was compelled 
to cancel the date for the lecture. The 
Illness, which was dorlnrid to be ton- 
silitis, progressed favorably. Las; Mon¬ 
day and Tuesday the patient wits able 
to be up and around, anal transacted 
some business. Wednesday an abscess 
formed on the right car. The system 
absorrbed pus, and In tweittydtour hours 
developed serious symptoms. The 
physicians regarded the exse as critical, 
but hoped to rtem the tide of the dis¬ 
ease. Blood poisoning set in, and on 
Saturday other abscesses started to 
form in the left ear and thront. The 
patient’s condition was aggravated by 
a bad attack of rheumatism. This 
morning the physlciarvs sent for a Chi¬ 
cago specialist, who arrived this after¬ 
noon. Dr. Watson's end was sudden 
and unexpected* and was hastened by 
a weak heart. His wife, who was his 
constant companion in his lost illness, 
left the Toom at U o’clock this morning. 
She was gone about fifteen minutes, 
and. returning, found her husband life¬ 
less. 

The Rev. Dr. John Watson (Ian Mac- 
Laron) was born at Morning Tre?. Es¬ 
sex. England, November 3. 1830. He 
was the eldest eon of the late John 
Watson, an employe of the British Civil 
Service. Dr. Watson received his edu¬ 
cation at Edinburgh University and in 
Germany, and was ordaine 1 a minister 
in 1876. He was appointed Lyman 
Beeches* lecturer at Yale University In 
1898, and was made minister of Soften 


New York, May 6.—Henry R. D. Mac- 
Iver, a soldier of fortune, whose ex¬ 
ploits have been carried on in many 
lands, was found dead in bed In his 
home in West Twenty-second street to¬ 
day. He was last seen alive lost night 
by Charles Mitchell, who lives in the 
house. « 

At the time of his death the old man 
was engaged In collaborating with the 
author in the preparation of a story 
entitled "Fighting Under Eighteen 
Flags." In Muclver’s own story of his 
life he claims to have served as a sol¬ 
dier In the Sepoy mutiny, under Gari¬ 
baldi in hl9 campaign in Italy; as a 
captain under Don Carlos, the Spanish 
pretender; as a major In the Confeder¬ 
ate forces In the Civil War; under 
Maximlllian In the Mexican War; as 
colonel under Napoleon III; as a briga¬ 
dier general In the forces of the Khed- I of Importance 


Of his duels he was little Inclined 
•to talk, and It was only In strictly 
private conversation that he could be 
persuaded to mention the affair In 
which he dispatched the Frenchman 
who cast aspersions upon the reputa¬ 
tion of the Servian Queen. 

"I have always behoved." said Gen. 
Maclvor recently, "that Queen Natalie's 
name was mentioned slightingly mere¬ 
ly to provoke an encounter. There was 
not one won] of truth in the state¬ 
ment, but if It was made to provoke 
me to resent the insult the remark 
had Us effect." 

It was In his capacity as nearest gen¬ 
tleman that he fought a duel to the 
death in behalf of the Queen of Servia, 
and it is not upon record that the lady 
he so gallantly defended ever heard of 
the duel, as It occurred long after he 
left Servia, where he had been some¬ 
thing of a court favorite upon account 
of his successes as a soldier in that 
country. 

Gen. Maolver was a son of the chief 
of the Clan Maclvcr in Scotland. This 
he esteemed to be his greatest honor 
Although ho was a Count under Maxi 
mllian and wore military titles won 
upon many fields In countries all over 
the globe, and decorations conferred by 
I kings and sultans of varying degrees

While In Louisville eGn. Maclver won 
many warm friends. Although he could 
be persuaded to talk of his adventures 
as a soldier of fortune, and could talk

many countries, and of revolutions 
that overthrew dynasties and made re¬ 
publics that endured for a day, he had 
the modesty of the true soldier and pre¬ 
ferred to talk of the adventures of his 
comrades in arms rather than of his 
own. 

One of his biographers has said of 
Gen. Mclver: "Although he was a gen¬ 
eral officer under eighteen flags he 
never drew' his sword In a cause he be¬ 
lieved to be unjust, and never took ad¬ 
vantage of an opportunity to reap other 
monetary reward than the pay to which 
his rank entitled him.** 

As a soldier in the Confederate army 
Gen. Maclver was with J. E. B. Stuart 
and saw some sharp fighting In a num¬ 
ber of notable engagements.

LOPPED OFF STANDS AND STONS 
EXTENDING BEYOND LINE. 


MORE TROUBLE COMING, 


"I have always thought," said the 
General, In discussing the Civil War 
with a Louisville veteran, "that If we 
hod only had one-half of the men the 
Union army had the South would never 
have been defeated." 

Although the Civil War w f as only 
one of more than a score In w’hich he 
saw' service Gen. Maclver was a rebel 
to the core, and his heart was as mu~h 
in the cause as If he had fought with 
his back to his own hearthstone a^alns: 
an invading army. He remained as 
unreconstructed as the most uncom¬ 
promising slave owner to the day of 
his death. 

In a letter written only a few' days 
ago to a friend In Louisville. Gen. Mac¬ 
lver said that he was enjoying ihe be*t 
of health and was hard at work upon 
his book. lie hoped to be In Louis¬ 
ville again In a few weeks for a visit 
of perhaps several months, and said 
that he had a business yenture In mind 
which would probably necessitate hav¬ 
ing his headquarters in Louisville or 
Cincinnati permanently. He described 
the prospective arrangement as "a 
scheme that will net handsome returns 
and at the same timo will appeal to a 
gentleman." 

Although he was sixty-four years old 
Gen. Maclver was younger looking 
than many men ten years his Junior, j 
He retained the upright figure and 
military boa ring of the trained sol¬ 
dier. But for a slight foreign accent 
ho might have been taken for a typical 
Southerner. 

Although he had. had innumerable op¬ 
portunities to accumulate money by the 
slightly Irregular methods that often 
appeal to officers in conquering armies. 


New York. May 8.—Armed with axes 
and guarded by a squad of police, a

When teh raiding had been compact¬ 
ed the avenue looked as though a cy¬ 
clone had swept through It. At least 
twenty truckloads were hauled off. 

The loss to the owners of these stands 
will be considerable, as many of them 
paid extremely high rates for the privi¬ 
lege of maintaining their stands with¬ 
in easy reach of the hundreds of thou¬ 
sands of people who patrol Surf ave¬ 
nue during the season. 

Borough President Cooler Issued an 
order last w*eek that all the incum¬ 
brances extending over the courtyard 
line must disappear to-day, but xtone of 
the owners, paid any attention to it. 

When the work was done, the Mayor 
notified the proprietors that ten feet 
more of the incumbrances will be 
chopped off If they are not removed by 
next Thursday. These will place aU the 
stands inside the building line.

More inclined to jest about his lack 
of wordldiy goods than to w'orry about 
it, Gen. Maclver often said that he 
had outlived his usefulness as a fight¬ 
ings man without saving anything upon 
which to retire. 

"I always expected to be shot." he 
said, "and why should a man w'ho ex¬ 
pects to die with his boots on take 
the trouble to save money?" 

In his youth he was a groat lover 
of racing, arid often wagered consider¬ 
able sums. Upon the English Derby 
he lost $10,000 upon one occasion, when 
he had Just returned from a term of 
service In the Orient, after collecting 
back pay for putting down a rebellion. 
"I could live upon the interest of that 
money now," he said: laughingly, •'but 


thirty years old. al»o an inmate, and 
afterward commuted suicide. Parks, 
entering one of the wards, was directed 
to leave by a nurse. Parka immediately 
drew' a revolver and was about to 
shoot, when Leslie stepped bet weed 
them, receiving the bullet intended for 
the nurse. While Leslie was struggling 
with Parks, a blind Inmate grappled 
with the would-be murderer, but was 
unable to hold him. 

Leslie died a few hours later at the 
Soldiers’ Home Hospital without hav¬ 
ing regained consciousness. Before en¬ 
tering the home he had served ns a 
private In the One Hundred and Fif¬ 
tieth artillery. Parks had for many 
years been a member of Company D, 
Fifth artillery. 


Boise, Idaho, May 6.—Judge Fremont 
Wood will on Wednesday next decide 
If. on the eve of his trial for the mur¬ 
der of former Gov. Sum nen berg. Will¬ 
iam Haywood Is entitled to receive at 
the hands of the State a bill of par¬ 
ticulars specifying the overt acts 
charged against him. The motion of 
the defense for this disclosure of the 
case of the State was argued at length 
to-day. ajid at the conclusion of the 
discussion the court announced that It 
w'ouhl make a decision at the time 
stated. 

The prisoner, under guard of Sheriff 
Hod gin and two deputies, was brought 
into court for the argument, and of 
his counsel both Frank Richardson, of 
Denver, and Clarence Darrow, of Chi¬ 
cago. pleaded in his behalf. Senator 
Borah alone spoke in behalf of the 
State, although James H. Hawley, his 
associate., was In the court room when 
the proceedings began. The discussion, 
always earnest, was characterized at 
times by deep feeling and dramatic 
Intensity. Mr. Richardson, who opened 
the argument, contended that the in¬ 
dictment w r aa lacking particularity; 
that it left the defendants In the dark 
as to the nature of the case to be pre¬ 
sented against them, and the defend¬ 
ants were entitled to a more specific 
showing of the case. He submitted an 
extended brief, citing a great number 
of authorities and precedents in favor 
of his contention. 

Mr. Borah in r^ply declared that the 
defense was seeking a disclosure of tho 
proof in the hands of the State rather 
than more perfect pleadings, and as¬ 
serted that the reports contained no 
single authority that w’ould support 
such a contention. 

Mr. Darrow, who closed the argu¬ 
ment. began by saying that it was tho 
purpose of the defense to secure a 
disclosure of the evidence In tho hands 
of the prosecution, and asked why the 
defense was not entitled to such a 
showing He made a spirited attack 
upon the attitude of the prosecution 
toward Its witnesses and evidence, de¬ 
scribing It as mysterious, unfair and 
unjust. He asserted that the only ques¬ 
tion Involved was one of fairness and 
Justice to the accused; laid stress up^n 
the difficulty of securing testimony 
from distant points and the danger to 
the defense of "surprise" testimony, 
and passionately asserted that the 
rights of the prisoners were as much 
In the hands of the prosecution as In 
the keeping of the defense. 

In answer to Judge Wood, Mr. Dar- 
row said that the defense w’ns not retidy 
to go to trial, but Mr. Richardson in¬ 
terrupted him to make the qualifica¬ 
tion that the defense was as ready as 
It ever could be In the circumstances 
w'here the ca^te of the State was with¬ 
held from It. He said that In all other 
respects the defense was ready.

Lexington, Ky., May 6.—[Special.]— 
The cases against James, Alex, and 
Elbert Hargis rn«l Ld Callahan, charg¬ 
ed with the murder of James Cock- 
rill at Jackson will be called In the 
Circuit Court here to-morrow, but the 
probabilities are now that the trials 
will not be entered Into at this term. 
All of the Harglse© arrived here to¬ 
night. After his arrival Judge Hargis 
received a telegram from Ed Callahan 
stating that there was a good tide run 
nlng in the Kentucky river and that 
he would not come to Lexington unless 
It was necessary. Hargis answered, ad¬ 
vising him to come, and received a 
reply that Callahan w'ould be here to¬ 
morrow morning. 

Commonwealth's Attorney Allen de¬ 
clined to state this evening w’hether 
the prosecution would announce ready 
or not before the ca»e w r as called, but 
it is understood that the prosecution 
will ask thart the cases be postponed, 
largely on account of the protests of 
a large number of the lawyers at the 
Lexington 'bar. w’ho have civil cases 
on the docket, and w’ho. since the Brit¬ 
ton case has already taken up two 
w'eeks of the spring term, objected to 
further time being taken up this spring 
with the Jackson cases. Col. Allen has 
stated that he was Inclined to yield to 
this protest, and w'hat adds color to 
the probability of the cases being post¬ 
poned Is the fact that no witnesses for 
cither side have arrived here, and 
neither A. Floyd Byrd nor W. A. 
Young, who will be prominent mem¬ 
bers of counsel on the respective sides, 
has reached Lexington. 

O. H. Pollard, of Jackson, one of the 
attorneys for the defense, arrived here 
to-night and said he did not know' what 
the Commonw’ealth would do, but if the 
prosecution w-anted to go into trial tho 
defense would answer "ready." It is 
known, however, thart neither side ex¬ 
pects tho prosecution to go Into trial 
to-morrow. 

Mr. Pollard said that bond would 
he given for Britton this week, and 
that while both Alex, and James Har¬ 
gis were willing to go on the bond, 
good bail would be offered for Brit¬ 
ton without asking the Hargises to sign 
tho bond.

RESOLUTIONS ADOPTED AND 
OONLMITTEES NAMED. 


ANOTHER MEETING LATER ON. 


Kentucky distillers and wholesale liquor 
dealers who handle straight whiskies mot 
yesterday at noon at the Galt Houge anti 
effecfted a tem«>orary organization of the 
Kentucky Pure Food Distillers’ Associa¬ 
tion. Resolutions setting forth the pur- 
of the organization were adopted 
and an Executive Committee was named 
to prepare a charter and by-lows and 
submit them to the members of the new 
association at a meeting that wiU prob- 
ably^bo held the latter part of this week. 

Col. John B. Thompson, who hois been 
active In organizing the association, pre- 
rided as chairman at the meeting, and 
E. M, Flexner, of Louisville, was secre¬ 
tary, Col. Thompson was made chairman 
of the Executive Committee, and the 
other members nnmM are Graeme Mc¬ 
Gowan, of Louisville, and E. W. Taylor, 
of FTankfort. It was said that twenty- 
three distilleries in Kentucky were repre¬ 
sented either In person or by proxy. The 
objects of the association were set forth 
In resolutions which'declared: 

First—That only Kentucky distillers can 
become members. 

Second—That every effort shall be made 
to “protect the public from fraud and 
deceits practiced by those pretending to 
manufacture pure Kentucky whiskies.” 

Third—That all spurious Imitations of 
Kentucky whlskv, which are labeled as 
the genodne product, shall be exposed 

Fourth—That the public will be Inform¬ 
ed of all firms that s«nd out imitations 
of real Kentucky whisky. 


Owensboro. Ky., May [Special.]— 
Mayor W. M. O’Bryan, of Owensboro, 
has received a comm unfloat Ion from 
Mayor Clarence E. Woods, of Rioh- 
; mond. Kv., Inviting: him to attend and 
participate In a convention, to be held 
in Louisville May 13-14, for the pur¬ 
pose of forming a State Law and Or¬ 
der League. Mayor O’Bryan believes 
In the enfbncesnenrt of existing laws by 
the executive officials of tihe Common¬ 
wealth wifhoitt the aid of organizations 
outside of the law. and has written a 
letter to Mayor Woods, expressive of 
hlu views, which, In part, Is as follows: 

Owensboro. Kv.. May 4. 1907. — Hort C. 
E. Woods. Richmond. Ky.—Dear Sir: I am 
in receipt of your esteemed communica¬ 
tion calling for a meeting of the “friends 
of law aud order throughout Kentucky" 
In convention In the city of Louisville on 
May 13-14. If this communication Is on 
Invitation to me to attend this meeting 
and to take part in its deliberations, 
thereby expressing my approval of the 
movement, I must respectfully decline. 

A law and order movement aan have no 
reason for existence In any community 
unless that community is lacking In the 
two primal elements of civilization men¬ 
tioned in the title of the organisations 
formed and supported by such move¬ 
ments. Is there no law in Kentucky? or 
is the law so subverted that a condition 
bordering on anarchy, which alone could 
justify such an organization, prevails? 
Are the officials of the State, of the coun¬ 
ties and of the cities, who aro sworn to 
execute the laws, so weak or corrupt or 
Inefficient that an organization unknown 
to the law shall step Tn and take the en¬ 
forcement of civic duties Into its own 
hands? 1 deny it all. 

There Is plenty of law’: there aro able 
and Just Judges on the bench to derlne It. 
and there are honest, conscientious and 
upright executives in their various sta¬ 
tions to enforce it. so that there Is no 
State in the Union or country under the 
sun where the law Is more fully obeyed 
or mure rigidly enforced than In Ken¬ 
tucky. 

We resent with &U the power that Is in 
us the Imputation sometimes cast upon 
us from the outside that Kentucky is the 
abode of lawlessness, und vigorously pro¬ 
test ugulnst the slander upon her fair 
nume thus uttered. What are we to think 
of any body of her citizens who admit, 
nay. urge, by their acts und declarations 
that this slander la not slander, but sober 
and justified truth? I would blush with 
I shame if this accusation could be truth¬ 
fully made ug&lnst my native State, and 
equally I blush that any set of men ow¬ 
ing her allegiance and bound In every way 
to defend her good name should make this 
accusation, void of truth as It la. 

I note by your communication that there 
Is a law and order league In the fair city 
of which you have the honor to be Mayor. 
Is It necessary? If it Is necessary, where 
llee the fuult? If It Is not necessary. 1# 
not Its existence a corporal calumny upon 
your city and yourself as its chief magis¬ 
trate? If you properly observe your oath 
of office—and 1 am bound to assume that 
you do. being on advocate of civic right¬ 
eousness—this organization Is superfluous. 
If you do not so observe your oath, what 
is the extent of Its power or the force of 
its Influence to compel you to do so? 

, These things being true, has Owensboro 
any need of a law and order league or any 
1 other organIxatIon to tell tier officials 
their duty and drive them to Its perform¬ 
ance? Owensboro ought to be no better 
and no worse than other cities In the 
State, and I take it that she Is not. If 
this Is the case, have other cities or the 
State at large any need for such an or¬ 
ganization as that which I am Invited to 
assist In promoting? Certainly not. and. 
therefore, 1 hope you will pardon me for 
declining to countenance a movement that 
•can do no good, because Its sendees, 
whatever they might be. are not needed, 
and which can only lessen the esteem in 
which our proud Commonwealth ought to 
be held at home and abroad.

Tex., May 6 .—A storm 
of wind and rain, which was general 
thnfljghout a consMoxable area In 
Northern Texas to-day. and Which at 
some phioea assumed tho proportions 
of a tornado, according to meager re¬ 
ports received here to-nlght. has re- 
suked in Uho loss eft at least two lives, 
the injury of many other penmans and 
great damage to properly and crops. 
SevereII village* were wiped out, but 
because of the prostration of both tele¬ 
phone and telegraph wires, details are 
almost Impossible to obtain. The full 
extern of the damage to life and prop¬ 
erty will probably not be known be¬ 
fore to-morrow. 

At Deport, one of the largest vil¬ 
lages in Lamar county, twenty miles 
front Paris, the storm passed north¬ 
east, cutting a path about 100 yards 
wide. The business part of the town 
was not touched, the damage being in 
the residence portion of the East Side. 
The Baptist personage was blown to 
pieces, its timbers and the furniture 
sea titered over Che ground. R. H. Bry¬ 
son’s residence was demolished and 
several o'ther residences damaged. As 
far as con be ascertained no one was 
hurt at this place. Crops are badly 
damaged and many fences and barns 
were blown aw'ay. 

It is reported that at Halesboro, in 
Red River county, the ■wife and child 
of Andrew Bell were hurt. A terrific 
Ptorm passed over Sulphur Springs 
about 2 o’clock, traveling from the 
southwest to the northeast

Death In Its Wake. 

While h item of great velocity, the 
damage in Sulphur Springs was trivial. 
But west of Sulphur Springs uhe wind 
assumed the proportions of a tornado, 
carrying death and grea*t properly 
damage in ita wake. A passenger train 
on the Cotton Belt was held up by the 
train crew until the aur>rm pa«sed. The 
engineer could see the twisting cloud 
as ft swept across the tracks and cut 
a swath through the country. As soon 
as the storm passed the train proceeded 
and no one was hurt. 

The telephone and telegraph wires In 
this section are down, and details of 
the storm are almost impossible to ob¬ 
tain. 

At the village of Antioch, or Pleasant 
Grove, as it Is called, the whole village 
was practically destroyed. Antlodh la 
about seven miles north of Sulphur 
Springs. This Is in the tornado belt, 
und moat of the homes are provided 
wtth storm cellars. 

To this foot Is due the escape pf a 
number of those who were caughft al¬ 
most in uhe path of the storm. The 
home of William I>emrmons was com¬ 
pletely destroyed, entailing a loss of 
about 110,000. Three barns cm the 
place were also destroyed and many 
head of live gfcock killed. A renter on 
the place named BarzU, whose family 
conohfted of himself and seven children, 
klw the tftorm coming and made a run 
for the cellar at the Ivernrmrns home. 
Barzil was caught by the wind before 
I he could reach shelter end crushed by 
flying debris. Five of the dhMdren 
reached the eeUkw In safety, but Mrs. 
Bmrzll and two of the children were 
fearfully injured.

ABSORPTION DISCUSSED. 


Interesting Subject of Meeting of Fil- 
son Club Last Night—Paper By 
Miss Lily E. Levy. 


The orleln, development and final ab¬ 
sorption of Portland was the subject 
which held the attention of the members 
of the Fllson Club at Its regular monthly 
meeting in the library of Col. R. T. Dur- 
rett last night.

When the 
canal was built boats were unable to go 
ovor the falls and most of them were 
too big to pass through the canal, which 
resulted in Portland gradually going back¬ 
ward until it waa finally absorbed by 
Louisville.

^ervlce was badly crippled, thousands 
of Ironworkers were still holding out 
for an eight-hour day. and nearly all 
of the big laundries were Idle. No 
attempt to run cars was made to-day. 
Conditions were made more serious by 
the virtual suspension of the telephone 
service. 

That president Calhoun, of the United 
Railroads, no longer recognizes the lo¬ 
cal carmen's union and tha* his atti¬ 
tude Is final, was the statement made 
to-dey by his assistant, Thornwall 
Mullally. Asked whether the company 
would receive and confer with a com¬ 
mute of the strikers, ir It came as rep¬ 
resentative of the men as Individuals, 
Mr. Mullally said: 

“Yes, but no committee representing 
the local union will be recognized. The 
company has no quarrel with unionism 
as a principle, nor Is It opposed to or¬ 
ganized labor as a body, but It has 
done with the local carmen’s union. 
That union has twice broken fdith with 
tho company, and has seized many op¬ 
portunities to annoy and harrass the 
company prloir to presenting the Im¬ 
possible and unreasonable demand 
formed within tw’o months after the 
United Railroads hod granted an In¬ 
crease of 20 per cent. In wages.*’ 

Mayor Schmitz said that he has is¬ 
sued orders to Chief of Police Dinan 
that peace and order must be main¬ 
tained at any cost, and that persons 
carrying arms are to be arrested, with¬ 
out respect to which side in the con¬ 
troversy they represent. He sold he 
would not permit policemen to act its 
motormen or conductdrs, or to ride 
on the cars as guards, his observation 
being that police on cars at such a 
time as this tends to excite violence. 

Nothing approaching violence has 
marked the strike thus far. The public 
either walks or is hauled about in all 
manner of vehicles, twenty-five cents 
being the usual fare charged. Chauf¬ 
feurs are reaping a rich harvest at $5 
per hour.

Puerto Cortez, Honduras. May 1. via 
New Orleans, May 6 .—Gen, Juan Es¬ 
trada, of the tNicaraguan army, was 
to-day appointed commandant of Puer¬ 
to Cortez, In p>ace of the Honduran 
commandant. The appointment prob¬ 
ably ^nda 'Uhe lawlessness exhibited re¬ 
cently, In which an American negro 
wxis seriously beaten. Gen, Estrada 
ever since the Nicaraguan Invasion has 
been strict tvlnh his men, severely pun¬ 
ishing Infractions of good order.

In sustaining the demurrer 
Judge Parker stated that his ground 
for doing so waa that the telegram had 
been sent by a third person In the 
plaintiff’s name, and while it seemed 
unjust, the courts had held that there 
was no recourse for damages when the 
telegram had not been sent by the 
plaintiff la person. The court stated 
that he hoped the case would be taken 
to the Court of Appeals, and the at¬ 
torneys for the plaintiff stated that 
they would probably do so, and took 
sin exception to th^ court s ruling for 
that purpose.

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The assembly then repaired to the 
newly-erected administration building, 
running along First street, and front¬ 
ing on Broadway. This was erected 
under the will of the late William 
Thomas Grant out of a large bequest, 
u hich he made to the seminary, and 
bears the name of Grant-Roolnson 
Memorial Hall in recognition of Mr. 
Grant and his wife, Mrs. Mary Rob¬ 
inson Grant. In the absence tf the 
Rev. Dr. Peyton H. Hoge, chairman 
of the Building Committee, who was 
detained by illness, the keys of the 
building were presented In an appro¬ 
priate address by John Stltes, mem¬ 
ber of the committee, to the Rev. A. 
R. Blayney, president of the Board of 
Directors. Dr. Blayney made some ap¬ 
propriate remarks and delivered the 
keys to the Rev. Dr. W. H. Marquess, 
chairman of the faculty. Dr. Hemphill 
then made an address in the nature of 
a tribute to the life and character 
of Mr. Grant and to the Influence of his 
mother over him. 

He began his address by referring to 
the several buildings that constitute 
the now almost-completed quadrangle 
and to the persons whose names they 
bear. He pdld a tribute to each one, 
beginning with the HaJdeman Hall, a 
memorial to Walter N\ Haldeman, and 
inducing the Mary Richardson Belk¬ 
nap refectory, erected In honor of Mrs. 
Mary R. Belknap; the Lucy Stites- 
Barrett Memorial Library, built in 
memory of Mrs. James R. Barrett, of 
Henderson, Ky.; the Harblson Memo¬ 
rial Chapel, presented by Mrs. Rosa 
Harblson McLennan, as a memorial to 
her father, John J. Harblson, which Is 
to be dedicated in October, and the 
Grant-Robinson Memorial Hall. Which 
was dedicated yesterday. 

The inscription on this building is: 
“William Thomas Giant and his wife/' 
Dr. Hemphill made benevolent refer¬ 
ence to Mrs. Grant, who was present, 
and stated that there was yet a third 
name that might well be associated 
with the other two inscribed on the 
building. Tills was the name of the 
mother of Mr. Grant, left a widow in 
her Scotland home, with this little bo$- 
to look to her for guidance and In¬ 
struction. 

• • • 

Influence of a Mother. 

“She early educated him to tho min¬ 
istry of the Gospel.” Dr. Hemphill said. 
“Not feeling himself called to preach. 
Mr. Grant turned to business and de¬ 
termined to cast his lot In the United 
Bratos. While crossing the ocean his 
mother died and he began the struggle 
of life—a stranger in a strange land. 
Ho ever cherished the memory of Ills 
mother und never forgot her heart’s 
desiro and prayer that he should 
preach the Gospel. When, therefore, 
Gtxl blessed his career in business he 
determined to dedicate the fruits of his 
labor to this Institution, founded for 
the truinlng of men to preach the Gos¬ 
pel. Thus, at length, the mother’s 
prayer was answered and through her 
eon many tnay be trained to proclaim 
the Gospel in this and other lands. 

Dr. Hemphill then proceeded to give 
a description of the principle traits and 
characteristics of Mr. Grant, leaving 
upon hU audience a clear Impression 
of the strength and nobility of Mr. 
Gram’s life. In concluding the ad¬ 
dress Dr. Hemphill said that “while 
the names he had mentioned will ever 
be associated with the seminary, above 
th^se there will be WTlttfen the name 
that is above every man. They would 
say with the soundest of voices, ‘Not 
unto us. oh. Lord; not undo us; but 
unto Thy name give the glory for Thy 
mercy and the truth's sake.' The In¬ 
scription above the doorway of this 
building. ‘Lo, I am with you always.' 
was prescribed by Mr. Grant himself. 
He Intended that to testify his faith 
that only with the constant presence 
of Jesus Christ would professors and 
students be able to carry out the high 
alms for which the institution has been 
established.’* 

Dr. Hemphill closed with expressions 
of grateful recognition of the unfail¬ 
ing help and support and sympathy ex¬ 
tended the Institution by Its many 
friends, adding the hope that those who 
give instruction within its walls may 
not be wholly unworthy of the confi¬ 
dence Imposed In them by those who 
made It poslble to have the seminary.

Grant Memorial Window. 

Following Dr. Hemphill’s address the 
memorial window' in honor of Mr. 
Grant was unveiled by his niece. Miss 
Mary Grant Robinson, and his nephew 
James Robinson. Tae subject of the 
window Is the “First 8choo! of 
Prophets.” It has a large central fig¬ 
ure of the prophet Samuel, flanked on 
the left by a picture of Samuel's dedi¬ 
cation to God by h!s mother, and on the 
right by the picture of a group of young 
Hebrews receiving Instruction from 
Samuel as their theological teacher. 
Th»* window Is an original design, 
worked out from suggestions of the 


Gigar wrappers and packers smoked 
pipes yesterday, and about Gerttranln 
Hall cobs, briars and oven clay pipes 
were In evidence.

Fraud in divers ways is alleged to 
have been committed during an elec¬ 
tion held In Oregon township, dark 
county. In J.. List Tuesday to vote on 
the question of building 11.6641 miles 
of free gravel roads at an eranGAed 
cost of $15,415.13, by Samuel Tafflln- 
ger. a citizen exf the township, who en¬ 
tered a sworn protest before the Beard 
of Commissioners of Clark county yes¬ 
terday at a meeting held in Jefferson¬ 
ville. Tafflinger, who was represented 
by Judge George H. D. Gibson, Edward 
0. Hughes and John W. Baldwin, asked 
hat the board go behind the returns 
and »et a date for hearing proof as to 
the alleged frauds. Those in favor of 
the reads were represented by J. E. 
Taggart. The board decided to go over 
the returns next Monday, and nearly 
til the voting population of the town* 
tfhlp will be In.Jeffersonville. 

Feeling Is running high, and one sec¬ 
tion of the township is arrayed against 
the other. The residents of that part 
of the township in which New' Market 
Is located charge that the survey of the 
roods -was made purposely to benefit 
the bxwn of Marysville, and that New’ 
Market is left in the mud. It is also 
charged that the New Market part of 
the township Is being discriminated 
igaJnet os to school facilities, and by 
building the roads as planned Che mall 
aclMtks will be greaitly Impaired, as 
the roads around New Market will not 

be fit to travel over.

The Union l abel Tobacco Company In¬ 
corporated yesterday with a capitaliza¬ 
tion of $1,000. divided Into shares of $10. 
and a maximum debt of $1,000. The In¬ 
corporators. ench of whom has twenty 
shares, are Henry Fischer, E. L. Evans 
and James Lardy. 


The returns as made by the election 
Inspectors show that the proposition to 
build the roads carried by a majority 
of ten. while according to the sworn 
statement of Tafflinger the movement 
was defeated by a majority of cwewty- 
five. The Inspectors in making their 
return, it is said, did not Include the 
tally sheets with the certified copy of 
the votes cast. 

In his affidavit Taffltnger alleges 
that the votes wereyerroneously called 
out by the Inspectors, wrongfully pass¬ 
ed by the Judges, wrongfully tabulated 
by the clerks, and four Illegal votes, 
he says, wore accepted. He then speci¬ 
fies that William H. Long, of the 
First precinct, trustee of Oregon towm- 
ship. an inspector, was not legally 
qualified because he was a petitioner. 
The same chorge is made against John 
W. CHapp, a judge in the same pre¬ 
cinct; Joseph Walker, inspector; Jo¬ 
seph L. Jones and Hamilton H. Har¬ 
mon, judges In the Second precinct. It 
is allege*] Henry Does and Charlea 
Dof«, clerks in the Sxroml precinct, are 
both Democrats, although there were 
many qualified members of the Repub¬ 
lican party competent to serve. 

It U alleged that John P. Maus and 
John M. Parks were selected for service 
on the board In the Second precinct 
by Newton H. Meyers, chairman of the 
Clark county Republican Central Com¬ 
mittee. and that Joseph Walker refused 
to «Lppoint either; ^hnt Samuel TaffUn¬ 
ger was designated as a Judge In the 
Second precinct by Samuel L. Scott, 
chairman of the Clark county Demo¬ 
cratic Central Committee and was 
there at the opening of the polls, but 
Walker refused to swear him In and 
would not permit him to serv*; that 
Walker refused to allow John J. Kahl, 
a duly-appointed Sheriff, who had acted 
all day, to witness the count.

In the concluding paragraph of the 
affidavit Taffllnger allegos that In the 
First precinct the vote. Instead of be¬ 
ing elghty-Feven against the road and 
twenty-six for It. was eighty-seven 
against and twenty-two for. the differ; 
ence of four being based on Hlegil 
votes, and that In the Second precinct 
Instead cf being ninety-nine for and 
twenty-nine against. It was clghty-two 
for and forty-six against, which would 
make a majority of twenty-five against 
the road in the township. According 
to the returns made by the Inspector* 
the vote In the First precinct was twen- 
ey-dx for and eighty-seven against, 
which Is a majority of ten for the 
road.

FOUND GUILTY. 


Disappears and Friends Fear He 
May Have Ended His Life— 
Trouble With Wife. 


Lexington. Ky.. May 6.—[Special.]— 
W. B. Bailey, a teamster of this city, 
whose wife left him about a week ugo, 
late this afternoon walked into the 
Lexington Leader officer and asked to 
see O. W. Wei ply. a stereotyper em¬ 
ployed there. Welpiy, who knew Bailey 
well, was called and Bailey thrust ;i 
note in».o his hand, enjoining him to 
not read it till Bulley had left the build¬ 
ing. Bailey then hurried out and Welpy. 
opening the note, found It to be as fol¬ 
lows: 

“Lexington, Ky.. May 6,—Mr. G. W. 
Welpiy: Friend Welpiy—1 am fired of 
life and theVc Is a better land for me. 
ns all my pleasures are gone and the 
one 1 love so well, and I request you to 
see that this Is published In the Lead¬ 
er. I will not be far away but when. 
If ever, you see me again. I will not be 
able to talk to you. Good-bye. May 
God bless us all and keep us pure. W. 
B. Bulley." 

When Welpiy had read the note he 
hurried to the door of tho office to try 
to get Bailey, but the latter was al¬ 
ready out of sight. The police were 
notified to look out for Bnlley, but no 
trace has been found of him since he 
left the note, and it is not known 
whether he carried out his threat of 
committing suicide or has gone In 
search of his wife. 

A long series of quarrels between the 
couple culminated about a week ago 
In Mrs. Bailey leaving home and go¬ 
ing to her father’s at Kvene. L^ist 
Thursday she was seen in Versillles 


Pennsylvania Prosecution Says Mem¬ 
bers foill Be Tried On 
Other Charges 


Wilkes-Barre, Pa.. May 6.—Eleven of 
th* 1 thirteen Italians who had Inen on 
trial here churged with “black-hand" 
crimes were declared guilty In 
the Luzerne County Court to-day when 
the sealed verdict of the Jury was 
opened. The other two defendants were 
acquitted. 

The principal charge against the men 
at ^he trial was the blowing up of the 
home of an Italian named Rlzc*, be¬ 
cause he refused to pay money to a 
bend of men calling themuclw* the 
“Black Hand” Society. 

The penalty for the crime for which 
the Italians were convicted is two 
years* imprisonment. District Attorney 
Sale burg said that the prisoners would 
be tried on two other clinrges against 
them, dynamiting and attempting to 
kill. Thb prisoners received the. verdict 
with the utmost Indifference. 


EX-SECRETARY FAIRCHILD 

PLEADS NOT GUILTY. 

New York. May 6.—Ohas. S. Fairchild, 
former secretary of the United States 
Treasury, who, with George W. Per- 
I kins, \va.s Indicted for forgery' In the 
third degree as a result of disclosures 
I in the Insurance Investigation, surren¬ 
dered himself In the Supreme Court 
dbdav. He entered a plea of not guilty 
and was held In $10,000 for trial. Mr. 
Fairchild was In Europe when the In¬ 
dictments against him were returned, 
and he at once returned to this city 
to face the charges.

The President’s Latest Letter.

When he 
becomes involved In a controversy he 
lvas a way of going to his file, getting 
out a letter he had written to somebody 
or other month* or years before, and 
flashing it upon his opponent and the 
public, as a sort of card up his sleeve, 
ah it were. It requires no little adroit¬ 
ness to prepare a series of letters for 
future emergencies; which is to say 
thait the President is pretty foxy, for 
his letter cabinet seems to be stocked 
for anything that turn? up. 

lie answers a committee of the Cen¬ 
tral Fefl^ratod Union by digging into 
his file and bringing forth a teeter writ¬ 
ten by him to the Attorney General on 
March 25, 1906—over a year ago. The 
committee visited him last week to 
protest against his animadversions on 
Moyer and Haywood as undesirable 
citizens, and complain that he was in¬ 
juring their chances of a fhir trial; 
this UTter Fhows that shortly after the 
men had been arrested he became In¬ 
terested in seeing that they were not 
persecuted nor wronged nor in any 
way denied the completes# Justice; also, 
that the court should not be subjected 
to any undue pressure or Influence thut 
should render It difficult to convict 
them if guilty, and It discloses that he 
gave explicit directions to the Attorney 
General to keep a close watch on the 
case as a sentinel of Justice. A rather 
adroit r«tort! 

By showing Uurt without solicitation 
he, over a year ago. took It upon him¬ 
self to look after the element of fair 
play in the Idaho cose he takes the 
wind out of the satis of those who ac¬ 
cuse him of endeavoring at this time 
to influence the court again*! the pris¬ 
oners. "I should like to get from the 
District Attorney of Idaho/' the Presi¬ 
dent wrote to the Artorney General, 
"any information he can obtain as to 
whether or not there has been the 
slightest disposition shown by the au¬ 
thorities in Idaho to act toward these 
men in an unfair or improper manner 
or to deny them their legal rights." 
In another place he wrote that "on 
the other hand. I should like to know 
whether there is any symptom of a 
miscarriage of Juffttce in their favor*" 
"So far as the unions are anxious only 
to see that exact Juattao is done these 
mec." he said, "that 4hey are given 
their legal rights and not condemned 
unless proved guilty of this specific 1 
act, they are entitled to the cordial co¬ 
operation of all Just and fair-minded 
citizens." 

The response made by the President 
to the New York committee ought to be 
a comptefte and satisfactory answer to 
It and all others who have been assid¬ 
uously assailing him. Ho has a per¬ 
fect right to consider socialistic agi¬ 
tators and apostle* of violence us un¬ 
desirable citizens, even though they be 
absolutely girilttess of murder. He may 
regard Moyer and Haywi>od as umienlr- 
able citizens because of tho speeches 
they made and the strife and ctoss hat¬ 
red they undertook to stir up. without 
referring at uH to their guilt or Inno¬ 
cence of murder, and this pectus to be 
his position- He beUevat that, guilty 
or Innocent of murder, they are not 
to be approved as citizens; but, never¬ 
theless, they should have a free and 
impartial trial on the murder charge 
now made against them.

Two Notable Kentuckians. 
Apropos of 'the wish of the State De- 
partmem to place in the Embassy at 
St, Petersburg portraits of CoL Charles 
S. Todd and Gen. Cassius M. Clay 
former Ministers PLenlpotent!ary from 
the United States to Russia, the Cou 
rier-Journal has asked the Todd fam¬ 
ily and the Clay family, respectively, 
to inform M where these pictures may 
be obtained. 

The two of them were Kentuckians. 
General Clay lived u» «t great old age 
and Is wf^JrtiiiL-mbered by the pres¬ 
ent gencrvi'tion. Col. Todd also lived 
long, but he died quite a generation 
ago, and, the last years of his life hav¬ 
ing been passed in a distant State, he 
is probably recalled by very few who 
perfpnally knew him. Yet be also wag 
a marked man. 

Cassius Marcellus Clay can only be 
adequately described as a survival of 
the Middle Ages. He was the teat of 
the Barons. Gotz von Berlichingen 
himself lorded it up and down the 
Necker a.nd the Rhine not more fierce 
and dominating than his modem pro¬ 
totype throughout the Bluegmss euun 
try. From first to last he was a law 
unto himself. In his prime one of the 
handsomest of men, in his decline a 
very lion In appearance, a patrlelah to 
the core, te was his eccentricity to re¬ 
gard himself the special champion of 
the lowly and the poor. 

His genius was contradictory. He 
seemed to delight in making paradox 
leal war, and would qusirrel with any¬ 
body on the drop of a hat; yet, in many 
ways, a genial, kindly man. who loved 
truth and Justice »o fanatically that 
he often mistook them on the highway 
and opened fire on them. He was 
fearless to a fault, generous to a fault 
and critical to a fault. There was 
never a Kentuckian in the remotest 
degree liko him. He was an omnivor¬ 
ous reader. He woe a student of life 
and philosophy. The missing Ingredi¬ 
ent to his composition was humor. 
From the naming of a child to the 
freeing of a race, the world was very 
serious to him; sometimes a sybarite, 
sometimes a self-denying soldier and 
always more or less a recluse. He wao 
a graduate and a dagree honor of Yale. 

What tales that old Castle of White 
Hall, in the fine old Commonwealth of 
Madison, could tell if the wainscots 
could yawn and the walls give up their 
secrets! 

In 1861, the triumph came to Gen. 
Cla>l The impossible actually hap¬ 
pened. The principle for which he had 
fought as no other man. had Its fru¬ 
ition In the advent of the Republican 
party. Hell broke loose. • One would 
have fancied the times made to the 
hund of a man like Cassius Marccl- 
lus Clay. Oddly enough, it proved 
otherwise. He was in the very* prime 
and high-noon of a splendid manhood. 
He had grace and culture far beyond 
the average among college-bred men. 
But Lincoln was nonplussed. He did 
not know Just what to do with this 
bull in his china shop. To put him 
in the Cabinet was not to be thought 
of. So, he sent him to Russia. 

He come home In a year to go into 
the army. But here his natural In¬ 
subordination Interposed an Insupera¬ 
ble, temperamental obstacle, and Lin¬ 
coln Induced him to take back his 
diplomatic commission and return to 
Russia, where he continued until the 
latter part of 1869. His life was a 
heroic serial of unbroken storm. To the 
end he was true to his nature. 

Col. Todd, who preceded An. Clay at 
St. Petersburg by twenty years, was a 
man of a different mould. He, like 
Clay, was a warrior. But he possessed 
all the precious and rare traits of tho 
born staff officer, a cool head, a loyal 
heart and no Imagination. He did as 
he was bid. Gen. Harrison used to say 
that when he sent Todd with urders he 
knew that nothing but death could 
come between his messenger and their 
delivery. When the old hero of Tippeca¬ 
noe ascended Into the Presidency one 
of his first arrangements was for Todd 
to have a Seat In the Cabinet, or a 
first-class foreign mission. The Cabinet 
place was found impracticable and 
Harrison died before the foreign ap¬ 
pointment could be completed. But 
John Tyler was so Impressed by the 
case that lie promptly carried out his 
predecessor's Intention and sent Col. 
Todd as Minister to Russia. 

Charles Scott Todd, named after the 
old Indian fighter and warrior. Governor 
of Kentucky, his kinsman, was born 
near Danville In this State the 22d of 
January, 179L Thus he was nearly 
twenty years older than Gen. Clay. His 
futher, Thomas Todd, who served as 
Justice of the Court of Apepals and 
htef Justice of Kentucky, died a Jus- 
tleo of the Supreme Court of the Unit¬ 
ed States. Young Todd was educated at 
William and Mary. In those days the 
alma mater of the first families of Vir¬ 
ginia, and, after taking a law course 
in Connecticut, opened an office In Lex¬ 
ington; but. the war of 1812 coming on, 
he at once gave this up and entered 
the army. 

He was in tho outset Judge Advocate 
General of the Kentucky Troops. Thence 
he was transferred to the regular line 
and ultimately became Aide-de-camp 
to the Commanding General Harris n 
often mentioned him in his reports as 
doing "inestimable service." He rose 
to be Inspector General of the Army, 
with the rank of Colonel. But. after 
the war he resigned his commission and 
again opened u law office, this time at 
Frankfort. 

But Col. Todd had a gift of dip! >- 
tnacy, After serving as Secretary of 
State under Governor Madison and as 

» member of the Kentucky Legislature, 


ho was selected by the State Depart¬ 
ment at Washington as a proper person 
for confidential employment and passed 
many years in the foreign sendee. He 
was Minister to Colombia, He carried 
the recognition of the United States to 
several of the struggling Republics of 
South America. Ilia reports to the De¬ 
partment sjiow him a man of sterling 
sens© and at the same tlm© a good 
writer. It was President Harrison's In¬ 
tention to make him Secretary of War. 
But, CoL Todd was well plcusid with 
the mission to Russia which was given 
him by President Tyler. 

In the reading room of the Pendennlfl 
Club hangs a portrait of the late Turn 
Todd, than whom there was never a 
lovelier gentleman, or a better citizen. 
Tom Todd was a grandson of "Old 
Charlie Todd." as the soldier-dlpio 
matlst was familiarly called. This 
branch of the Todd family was but dip 
tantly related to the Todds from whom 
the wife of Abraham Lincoln sprung. 
All the Todds, however, catne originally 
from Virginia and were people of the 
bluest blood and most Indisputable 
character, personal and civic. 

The old Colonel—subject of this brief, 
imperfect sketch—-Charles Scott Todd 
lived to bo eighty years of age and 
died in 1871 near Baton Rouge, Lou¬ 
isiana There are still tboseywho re> 
member him as a fine specimen of a 
man. the master of a quaint, do* hu 
mor. and to the last a scholarly gen 
tleman, with many tales of courts aud 
battles to tell his children and grand 
children.

Petersburg, the 
recent Ambassador and present Post¬ 
master General, the Hon. George von 
Lenerke Meyer, found pictures of all 
his predecessors except Todd and Clay 
Lot us hope that theso will be speedily 
supplied. - 


Darby Versus Derby. 

Tn the betting sheds, the paddock and 
the field it is pronounced "derby," but 
in the boxes and at the clubhouse, 
ypon the tops of tallyhos and upon 
motor cars it is called "darby," and the 
Ignorant person who pronounces the 
word as It is spelled is but two grades 
above tho unfortunate who confuses th* 
functions of his knife and fork at a 
fashionable dinner party. The contempt 
of the clubhouse for the betting she.l 
pronunciation is equalled only by the 
contempt of the betting shed for the 
clubhouse affectation. Although there 
is fair exchange of sneers between the 
darby" and the "derby" advocates one 
seems to be about as correct as the 
other. If we assume that it is good form 
to pronounce an Isolate^ word in the 
English fashion when using plain 
United States" throughout the rest of 
the vocabulary. If this Is assuming 
too much the belting sheds seem to 
have tho best of it. 

The Derby takes its name from the 
twelfth Ear! of Derby, who estab'lshed 
it In 1780. In England the race te call¬ 
ed "darby," but even In England, 
It seems, the pronunciation has varied 
and tho literal pronunciation has been 
favored by the most highly educated 
W at least the smartest Britons. In 
Earle's Philology of the English 
Tongue, for example, there appears the 
following paragraph: 

• • The words Derby, clerk, in which 
the er sounds as ar, but which many 
persons, especially of that cla* which 
la beginning to claim educated rank, 
now pronounce literally." 

This Indicates that In England 
darby" was at one time the preference 
of the betting sheds and "derby" the 
preference of the clubhouse. 

At present it Is. as correct to pro¬ 
nounce tho word literally at Churchill 
Downs ns to pronounce It "darby •* at 
Epsom. 


Tlie Melancholy Mr. Stead. 

There Is quite a good deal more truth 
than dogger*! In the lines: 

A orngo of duty made meryslavoj to be; 

A genao of hutnur came and get them free. 

Hamlet took a certain sort of grim 
pleasure in prosecuting his duty as ad 
Juarter of times Unit were out of Joint 
William T. Stead, who sees that pretty 
nearly everything is rotten in Den¬ 
mark, and realize® that he Is the ap 
pointed of Providence to talk about k, 
gets no more real pleasure out of the 
situation than a man gets out of trying 
to remove a fish hook from a tender 
part of his anatomy. Entirely without 
a sense of humor his outlook is utterly 
and profoundly bilious. He does not 
blow tho bugles of reform hopefully 
and cheerily, but repeats over and over 
again the wail of hoplessness. 

After on absence of some sixteen 
years from Chicago, Mr. Stead returned 
only to find that city in a sorrier plight 
than It wa® when he wrote a super¬ 
latively melancholy book about It 
Chicago newspapers ret uni the compli¬ 
ment by finding Mr. Stead quite as 
much of a bore as he was sixteen years 
ago. and quite as valueless as a con¬ 
structive critic. The Inter Ocean de¬ 
clares that Chicago has come to know 
Mr. Stead as "a man who goes up and 
down the earth scolding, and who is 
no more arid no loss pleased with Chi¬ 
cago than with London or Tlmbuctop 
or humanity." 

Persons only moderately acquainted 
with Mr. Stead exptx>ted him to be 
somewhat pleased with the Peace Con¬ 
ference, but he denounces It in dismal 
tones as a dismal failure. 

The armies that encumber the earth 
and the navies that pollute tho sea 
were not dissolved by Mr. Stead and 
his assistants, therefore Mr. Stead Is 
dissolved in bitter words. Tho Peace 
Conference, he says, was barren. Ho 
at least ^ Is prolific. Count Tolstoy, 
who bids the Governments of the earth 
to efface themselves, admits that the 
world ni<iy call him a maniac. Mr. 
Stead, who orated and still finds that 
tho battleships are afloat and the guns 
of the coast defenses are not melted, 
harbors no such 'suspicion as to the 
world's attitude toward him. He mere¬ 
ly kicks with rone^pd, if not refresh¬ 
ing, vigor. 

If Mr. Stead could only Infuse a lit¬ 
tle of Die buoyancy of hope into his 
philosophy, even If he could only ap¬ 
ply the homely but wholesome advice 
of the philosopher who says, "Don't 

take yourself too - seriously," his 

labors looking to the regeneration of 
mankind 1 might not bo any icsseffeeUve, 
and there might be more real ginger 
in the grasp of the right hand of wel¬ 
come extended to him when he comes 
to us In the capacity of distinguished 
visitor and vituperator. 

The American sense of humor has 
been charged with responsibility for 
graft In politics and finance, but If the 
charge is well founded It Is equally 
true that the American sense of huin<4 
has been worth very nearly as much 
per capita as the difference between 
what the individual ought to have and 
what the grafters have allowed him to 
get. And If the native humor makes 
tho intolerable tolerable It can hardly 
do otherwise than to accept an intol¬ 
erable bore a® a Joke of the sorrier 
sort. If Mr. Stead would revise Ills be¬ 
lief in total depravity, and try to cheer 
up a hit and grin while bearing his 
burdens, he might finish his weary 
Journey to the tomb more greatly 
honored than he Is, and creep Into that 
haven of rest more widely wept and 
more sonorously sung than he promises 
to be. 


Growth of Chicago. 

Hugo 8. Grosses, city statistician of 
Chicago, has made on elaborate esti¬ 
mate recently indicating that In a 
little more than two decades that city 
will have a population of 5.000.000. He 
shows that while the population In 1S90 
was but 1.099.850, it had increased In 
1900 to 1,698,575, being a gain for the 
decade of 598,725 or 54.43 per cenL, 
equal to an annual average of 5.44 per 
cent During that period he credits 
214,542 of this increase to Immigration 
and 383,183 to births and migration, 
and estimates the population for tho 
present year at 2,451,662, which aqcords 
closoly with the Washington estimates. 
Applying the same ratio to future esti¬ 
mates he concludes that, in 1910, the 
population of tho city will bo 2,802.632, 
in 1920, 3.938.680 and in 1930, 5,465,209. 
Tills is nearly a million larger than the 
present population of London, wiiich is 
4,536.541 and nearly a million and a 
half more than the population accredit¬ 
ed to New York, which Is 4.014.304. 

It Is not probable, however, that even 
if Chicago were to maintain the same 
ratio of increase during the interven¬ 
ing period It would exceed New 
York In population in 1930. While the

A CUBAN HEROINE. 

[W. E. Curtis tn Chlcagdi Record-Herald.] 
Maximo Gomez hud several camping 
places In the timber, so well concealed 
that nobody but well-trained timber 
wolves could find him, and In one of these 
retreats a hospital was maintained for 
more than two years by an ebony Ama¬ 
zon called La Bayamesla. 

Her real name is Rosa Castellanos, and 
she was one of the genuine heroines of 
the War for Liberation. Bhe is now llv- 
lug at Cazimguey. practicing the profes¬ 
sion of nurse and midwife, honored qpd 
respected by all true Cubans. 

La Bayamesla is a giantess, a full- 
blooded negress, six feet five Inches in 
height, and as black as a block of an¬ 
thracite coal. Her muscular development 
extraordinary. Her strength was so 
great that , she regularly carried tho sick 
and wounded Insurgents from the camps 
and battlefields of Santa Clara and Puerto 
Principe on her back, twenty, thirty and 
even fifty miles to her hospital In the 
Xnjosa Hills, southeast of Camaguey. On 
a hill that Is inaccessible to ordinary peo- 
plo she had a row of tents rudely sup¬ 
plied with the necessaries of life and she 
hoisted her patients to tho top In ham¬ 
mocks. Tho hospital was impregnable; 
no army could havo taken It. and It was 
bo concealed by timber that the Spaniards 
never could have found it except by acci¬ 
dent. There Rosa Castellanos nursed tho 
sick and wounded with tty© assistance of 
several hospital stewards and nurses. Ev¬ 
ery native farmer and laborer in that part 
of v tho country knew there was such a 
place And respected her requests as if 
they were the commands of the Almighty. 
They gave her whatever she needed from 
humble stores and sho was much better 
supplied than any part of the Insurgent 
forces. 

The Insurgent Government gave her a 
commission as Captain In the army. Bhe 
was much more entitled to the rank of 
General than the majority of those who 
parade as such, for when her hospital 
was vacant, when there was no sick or 
wounded to care for, Iwi Ba yum eel a went 
down and fought In the ranks. Bhe is 
now between sixty and seventy years old, 
but an vigorous us a woman of thirty. 
"When the proceeds of the thirty-five mil¬ 
lion dollar loan were being distributed 
among*the veterans of the revolution she 
received eighteen hundred dollar* us her 
share, with which sho bought a home in 
the city of Camoguoy, and there she is 
living now.

munity from punJ»hment he was far in 
advance of hie Neapolitan and BiolUan 
confrere*. 

In 1M5 Bonelll demanded the hand of a 
country girl In marriage, but on account 
of his unruly disposition was harshly re¬ 
fused by Iter father. He thereupon car¬ 
ried off his lady-love to the mountains, 
whitlier he was pursued by her father 
und relatives. Doubling on his tracks In 
tlie night, h© surprised and allot down 
every nude member of her family. 

Pnom thenceforward be was an outlaw, 
hlo only liome the forest and the moun¬ 
tain, and here he soon became the leader 
of a numerous band. For forty years he 
ravaged tho country, holding tho traveler 
tb ransom and the farmer to tribute. He 
control led the elections, perverted and 
dispensed justice. The island gendarmerie 
were quite Incapable of either capturing 
him or checking hi» depredation*. A n*gl- 
ment of Infantry was dispatched against 
him, but without any greater success. 
The French Government spent no n'M 
Ilian £175,000 In th< 4 r efforts to lay Boat'll! 
low. 0{>tes, however, always brought him 
timely and exo cl> information of the nu¬ 
merous expeditions, the larger of which 
were successfully evaded, the smaller 
ones equally successfully ambushed. Four 
bines Bonelll was condemned to death 
by default. 

In 2868, however, a Copt. OrdionI 
Corsican, returned to the teland to take 
charge of tho operations. Fbr four year* 
the Interior of the country was the* scene 
of a fierce guerrilla warfare, and on 
neither side wua truce granted nor tx 
pected. Tine network of the la*f gradually 
dosed on the outlaw. One by one hi* 
accomplices and followers were taken, c ne 
by one the exits wore closed. Ilia chief 
lieutenant, hie brother Jacques, was fatal¬ 
ly wounded r*ear tho Ghuvonn. Calling 
together Ids followers, he made them dl 
vert the srLroa.ni and dig a grave In its 
bed. After he was dead hl» body was to 
be burled there and tlvo stream redirected 
to Its original course. "Neither deud nor 
alive shall the soldiers have my liody,* 
lie said. To this day his grave is un¬ 
known. 

At last, when the old chief luu! seen 
nearly all of Ms followers disappear, 
killed or prisoners, he recognized that 
the game was almost up, and sent a mes¬ 
sage to Ctept. OrdionI, appointing a ren¬ 
dezvous on Mount Oro to dlscdks surren¬ 
der. The Captain went unarmed, alone,* 
and In mufti. The Captain, who found 
Bonelll surrounded by Ms band, all armed 
to the teeth, demanded unconditional 
surrender, which Bonelll refused. At the 
fourth interview, OrdionI persuaded the 
old chief. "It la only a matter of days 
and you must be taken or shot," ho saM. 
The old robber pondered a minute and 
then flung doivn Ms gun und daggers and 
allowed the Captain to lead him aw'uy a 
prisoner, after fifty years of outlawry. 

Buch was the prestige of his name that, 
though condemned four times by default 
and undoubtedly guilty of Innumerable 
crimes, the Jury At BukUa acquitted him. 
The French Government exiled him to 
Marseilles, wlnenoe a few years ago I* 
wus allowed to return, old and powerless, 
to the sconce of his former exploits. 

His captor, Oapt. OrdlonJ, was promoted 
Colonel of Gendarmerie, and now* com¬ 
mands the Eighteenth Legion at Bor¬ 
deaux.

In the good old days In some parts of 
the country' It used to be the custom for 
friends of the family in which a death oc¬ 
curred to sit up with the corpse. In a 
case given to us a few months ago we 
were asked to send a couple* of genteel 
appearing employes to the house to keep 
the vigil We did it, but I confess to you 
it seemed to me rather heartless."

TOWNSHIP TRUSTEES IN CON¬ 
TROL OF THEIR SCHOOLS. 


CONVICT BADLY INJURED. 


William A. Wredman, a Jefferson¬ 
ville veteran of the Civil War, la mak¬ 
ing himself heard in the condemnation 
©f a social organization known as the 
“Sons of Hunger," planning to go on an 
outing to eat and fish on May 30. The 
organisation Is composed of some of 
the most influential men in Jefferson¬ 
ville and Wredman says he is surprised 
to see them undertake to desecrate a 
day that should be observed with rev- 
erance. 

•'Probably they have forgotten the 
fate of Grover Cleveland, who went 
fishing on Decoration day. I cannot 
conceive what they mean,” he said. 

Wredman Is a guardian of ihe rights 
and privileges of the old soldiers, and 
eome two or three ye»ars ago denounced 
the Jeffersonville city administration be¬ 
cause a lot of benches were taken out 
of Warder Park, it being his claim they 
were placed there for the benefit of 
those who bled for their country so 
that they could assemble and fight the 
battles over. 

Among those who belong to the “Sons 
of Hunger” and hold official positions 
In the organization are Henry A. Burtt, 
former Mayor, who is president; James 
E. Taggart, president of the Board of 
Metropolitan Police Commissioners, 
vice president; William B. Veasey, for¬ 
mer City Treasurer, treasurer; Will¬ 
iam H- Foster, secretary; Col. Horace 
E. Hopkins. James H. Armstrong. 
George W. Stoner. Capt. John T. Hop¬ 
kins. Harry Bird, members of the Ex¬ 
ecutive Committee; C. I. DaJley, H. E. 
Heaton. George R. Clark, James V. 
Blggert. Capt. M. E. Clegg, Committee 
on Provender. There are many other 
leading men of Jeffersonville who are 
^Sons of Hunger.” but so far as known 
bone served in the army. 

Each Township Its Own Judge. 

At the annual meeting of the Board 
of Education of Clark county. Indiana 
which was held in Jeffersonville yester¬ 
day. the body consisting of the twelve 
township trustees and the presidents of 
the school boards of Incorporated 
places, a long discussion ensued over 
a new law regarding the abandoning 
of schools where the attendance Is not 
twelve pupils. The esction of law that 
brought up the discussion Is as fol¬ 
lows : 

‘‘That the township trustees shall 
discontinue and abandon all schools 
tinder their charge at which the aver¬ 
age daily attendance during the last 
preceding school year has been twelve 
pupils or fewer; and said trustees may 
discontinue and abandon all schools at 
which the average daily attendance 
during the last preceding school year 
has been fifteen pupils or fewer; pro¬ 
vided the conditions os to roads, 
etreams and bridges permit of such 
discontinuance.” 

A section that follows provides for 
the trustees procuring and maintaining 
means of transportation for all pupils 
who live two miles or more away from 
a school and for those who live one 
mile away and are between the ages 
©f six and twelve years. The drivers 
are to furnish their own teams and 
conveyances, and are to maintain dis¬ 
cipline while the children are being 
taken to and from school. 

Some of the trustees wanted to con¬ 
strue the first section os a whole, while 
others held that it should be divided, 
no as to make It compulsory to aban¬ 
don the schools not having an annual 
average attendance or twelve. It was 
claimed in some Instances it would be 
cheaper to employ a teacher than to 
pay for a wagon and driver. The ques¬ 
tion was debated for an hour, and the 
majority decided the section must be 
construed as a whole, and It was with 
the trustee of each township as to what 
action he should take. 

Will Contest Increased Valuation. 

That the Louisville and Jeffersonville 
Bridge Company intends contesting the 
right of the Indiana State Board of 
Tax Commissioners to Increase the val¬ 
uation on its 1.21 miles of track in Jef¬ 
fersonville from $125,000 per mile to

KEEPS JEFFERSONVILLE CITY 
COUNCIL BUSY FOR A WHILE. 


Measure Orders Property Valued For 
Post-office Site—Secret Caucus 
Source of Many Queries. 


The better part of the meeting of 
the Jeffersonville City Council last 
night was consumed In a secret caucus 
held previous to the session, which 
should have convened at 8 o'clock un¬ 
der the rules of the body. What the 
caucus wus for no one would say. 

Application for a liquor lioense was 
made by Abe Cohn and the application 
of Jacob Patrick for a similar permit 
was favorably reported upon by the 
License Committee. 

An ordinance to amend ordinance No. 
430, providing for the Impounding of 
cows, horses. hogs, chickens, ducks and 
geeese. making it a penalty of from $1 
to $50, was introduced, and Mr. Ander¬ 
son moved to table, but there was no 
second. The measure was then referred 
to the Committee on Ordinances. 

An ordinance was Introduced to rati¬ 
fy a contract wih the Baltimore and 
Ohio Southwestern Railroad Company 
for extending Its single track at Sixth 
street and Missouri avenue east from 
the plant of the American Car and 
Foundry Company to its present track, 
the work to be done under the super¬ 
vision of the city civil engineer, the 
grant to be for A period of twenty-five 
years. There is no consideration. The 
ordinance was adopted by a unanimous 
vote. 

A third ordinance was introduced 
and Is to convey to the United States 
130x130 feet of gTound at the north¬ 
west comer of Warder Park to be used 
as a post-office site, which was passed, 
and under it the Judge of the Circuit 
Court will be requested to appoint three 
disinterested persons to place a valua¬ 
tion on the ground. 

An ordinance to license merry-go- 
rounds, circuses, theatrical perform¬ 
ances and the like and fixing the 
amount to be paid was introduced and 
referred. An ordinance to license 
hawkers and peddlers, fixing a fee of 
$30 for frtx months and $50 for one year, 
was Introduced, and after being read 
was referred. An ordinance was read 
to ratify a contract made between the 
Board of Public Works with the Louis¬ 
ville and Southern Indiana Traction 
Company exemplng the use of the 
Johnson rail on North Spring street In 
consideration of the road paying for the 
improvement of the street between its 
tracks and one foot on each outer edge. 
The ordinance was passed. 

By an ordinance $37.44 was appro¬ 
priated to refund $19.08 to Zacharlah 
Rosson and $18.36 to H. Martin, errone¬ 
ously paid as taxes. The Council then 
adjourned after being In session thir¬ 
ty-five minutes.

RAILWAYS TARGET WR 
NUMEROUS COMPLAINTS 


NiW ALBANY COUNCIL WANTS 
TO KNOW ABOUT CHEAP FARES. 


PENNSYLVANIA TRACKS SAID 
TO BE ABOVE STREET LEVEL. 


PROTESTS AGAINST SPEED. 


At the regular monthly meeting of the 
New Albany Common Council last nJglu 
a resolution was Introduced requiring the 
City Attorney to take such steps a* might 
bo required to protect the tmeresLs ot 
thee Ry and citizen* in regard to the 
matter of the alleged violation of the 
contract of the traeuou company declining 
to sell tickets at the rate ot six for twen¬ 
ty-live cents over Its tines. The resolution 
was adopted unanimously. 

Councilman Jackson reported that com¬ 
plaints had been made htrn in relation to 
the Pennsylvania tracks being several 
Inches lUgher titan the grade of the 
streets at Bast Main and Weed streets, 
and the statement was made that prop¬ 
erty owners had threatened to bring suit 
either against the city or the company, or 
both. Tuc matter was referred. 

Attention was called by Councilman 
Board:nan to the condition of the streets 
about tne Daisy line depot, and the Mayor 
and Board of i*ubllc works were diiected 
to look into the complaints. Councilman 
Jackson reported numerous complaints as 
to the condition of East Market street, 
above Vincennes, and remarked that 
••somehring" inuste be done to abate the 
nuisance. The bill W’aa referred u> the 
Board of Works. 

Councilman Huncilman reported numer¬ 
ous complaints In regard to the rate of 
speed of the street cars being excessive, 
and the matter was referred to the chief 
of pel lea Councilman Green presented a 
petition from the peddlers of the city 
asking that the license be adjusted and 
that a reduction of $25 a year be made. 
The bill was referred to the Ordinance 
Committee to report bark. In this con¬ 
nection the City Attorney suggested tl»at 
a sliding scale be provided by the terms 
of w’liicn dines©* could bo Issued for a 
short term, of a month or less, at a 
coresponding reduction. Attention w’as 
called by Councilman Harris to the fact 
that East End yards are still being flooded 
with handbills and other advertising mat¬ 
ter. contrary to the ordinance, and the 
boys still congregated on the rtreet cor¬ 
ners in that section of the city, although 
they have been repeatedly ordered to 
move on. An ordinance was Introduced by 
Councilman Harris on the part of the 
CUy Board of Health, which provided for 
the appointment of a food inspector at a 
salary of $720 a year and a sanitary in¬ 
spector at a salary of MW a year. It was 
referred to the Finance Committee. 

Attention was called to a law enacted 
by the last Ix-glalature of Indiana, pro¬ 
viding for the transfer of the manage¬ 
ment of cemeteries to a Board of Re¬ 
gents to serve without compensation and 
to be elected by the lot owners as va¬ 
cancies arise. A resolution providing for 
the election of the present Board of Re¬ 
gent* was referred to the Finance Com¬ 
mittee and City Attorney, to report at the 
next meeting. The resolution provided 
that Dr. Seymour WUeox. Charles Day 
and George A. Newhouse Sr. be elected 
for three years; George W. Smith And B 
F. Peters for two years; Judge Alexan¬ 
der Dowling and Henry A. Goetz for one 
vear. As vacancies arise they are to be 
filled hereafter by the election of th© lot 
earners. 

Mrs. Rachel Joseph petitioned that she 
be reimbursed for the removal of a plat¬ 
form scale© from State street to the 
amount of $ 3 nn and also given the prlvl- 
ieg of maintaining a scale on the thor¬ 
oughfare Mrs. Joseph also asks that 
she be paid $300. that being the amount 
of money she would lose by th© Increase 
of iron In the matter of a deal for cast 
iron crossing plates purchased of the 
city at $10 a ton, which has since In¬ 
creased to $1^ a ton. The plate© were not 
delivered to her after she had purchased 
them .she nlleged. from the former Board 
of Works The matter was referred to the 
City Attorney. „ , 

An ordinance was adopted apnrrmrlat- 
lng $500 to he used in paving Leulg. T. 
Bradford for service* as sewer Inspector, 
and an appropriation of $40 was also mad* 
for the use of Sanderson Post. G. A. R., 
Decoration day. 

City Attorney John H. Weathers gave 
an apinion in regard to th© rule© of the 
Water Company In which he held that 
the company was not Justified in the mat¬ 
ter nf Us rules made concerning sprinkling 
privileges. The matter was referred to u 
special committee of the Common CYnin- 
cll. directed to meet with th© City Attor¬ 
ney for tho purpose of formulating rules 
and report at the next meeting 

A petition of the New Albany Veteran 
Volunteer Foremen's Association asking 
that the city lease to them the Osceola 
engien house for a term of twenty-five 
years at an annual rental of $1 a year 
and also to appropriate $1100 lo be used In 
repairing the bulMlnc. was referred The 
Beard of Public Works was authorized to 
r ” * K “ “Montana," used by the fire

WRIT OF HABEAS CORPUS. 


Morrison Claimed He Waa Convicted 
and Sentenced Twice For the 
Some Offense. 


Frankfort, Ky.. May 6.—[Special.]— 
Assistant Attorney General Charles 
Morris to-doy received communication 
from Judge Cochran, of the United 
State* Count for the Eastern Kentucky 
district, stating that hv had denied 
the writ of habeas corpus asked by 
Attorney Ray for Arthur Morrison, osf 
Laurel county, ugvi.1 rest the Board of 
Prison Commissioner© to require that 
body to release Morrlton from the peni¬ 
tentiary on the ground that he had 
been twice convicted of the same of¬ 
fense In 1906 Morrison was convicted 
on a charge of forgery and sentenced 
to two years in the penitentiary- On 
his release he was rearreated at the 
gate and tilled a second time on a 
charge of obtaining money under false 
pre»tense«, and sentenced to two years. 
The last sentence was from Rockcastle 
county.

Leonatus was the sir© of Pink Coat, 
a double Derby winner, and yesterday 
afternoon, before some 20,000 home folk 
and visitors. Pink Coat's son. Pink Star, 
won the thirty-third Kentucky Derby. 

And what a surprise this victory was! 
Down through the atrotch, which extends 
for nearly a quarter of a mile, three 
horses extended until their ©yobahs almost 
jumped from their sockets, fought out the 
same battle which Ornament and Ben 
Brush and Lieber Karl and other losers 
hud fought, and in all the vast multitude 
which looked on there were few who 
believed tiiat Pink Star, the despised -out¬ 
sider in the betting, had a chance to 
snatch this coveted honor. 

But Mood will tell In people or horses. 
Pink Star Is by Pink Coaa out of Mary 
Malloy. Pink Coat is by Leonatus out 
of Alice Brand and Leonatus was by 
Longfellow, and ho by Leraington. a 
Strain of blood that Is as purple as that 
of any horse In the world. Mary Malloy 
is by Pat Malloy, and he was by Lex¬ 
ington. 

And this blood told yesterday. When It 
canto to the crucial test in that terrtfflc 
driv& through the stretch Pink Star was 
not found wanting. He came on and won 
rather easily on his class, his condition 
and his courage, while on either side of 
him thousands of people who love the 
horse for what he Is stood on tiptoe and 
cheered mightily. 

High above thousands of blackcoated 
men a young woman, good to look at. 
sat In one of the boxes. She was dressed 
In a becoming suit of brown, and us these 
six game colts fought out their battle 
through the long Journos of a mile and a 
quarter, for the honor and the glory 
which goes to the winner of this turf 
classic, she stood on tiptoe, and. grabbing 
the Iron rail tightly, cheered with the 


•rest the thrilling spectacle. She was the 
daughter of the President of the Pntted 
States. Mm. -.icholas Longwortli. Above 
her and on either side of her and ah 
about her were women whose beauty 
makes this State famous as the home 
of the most beautiful women in the world.

WON BY PINK STAR. 


Never in the history of a Mg race was 
a made «« quickly ks that of yes¬ 

terday. when the six oolts faced the 
boiTix*r in front of .Starter Holimun. About 
•I o'd >ck the biare of the bug^- wits heard 
buried somewhere down In a mass of 
coutlew nw*u which surrounded the Judges* 
stand. This was the signal that the 
horses were being called to the post, and 
the tho^asands within the fences and those 
perched In the tree tops on the outside 
fcmmedintdy to straighten and no¬ 

tice. Hundreds of the best-known women 
in the cHy and tftato stopped their gazing 
on Mrs. Nicholas Long worth, who was 
Mies AM re Kno©ew!t. and craning their 
necks, looked far down the mudr-bcsp.it- 
tored track, where the Derby hones were 
expected to emerge from the paddock. 
The daughter of the President of Che Unit¬ 
ed States was Instantly forgotten, be¬ 
cause tho Kentucky Derby wha about to 
be run. 

Then at five minute past 4 o'clock a 
shout wits heard down where the black 
mass of men seesnad to Join the lead- 
colored stables, and her© they came In 
somber tile like the fashion of geese, with- 
j out a cut-up ,anH>ng t'h*m. Ovelando, the 
I pride of Cb6 Bhscglfeas, was In front; Or- 
landwtck. Jim Smith’s good horse, was 
second; Zal. on which all Tennessee had 
pinned Its hopes, was third, and Wool- 
sandals, tlus aj/plo of Col. W. E. Apple- 
gate's eye, and the "bearcatdvrr" of the 
Pacific slope during the post winter, van 
fourth. Then came RodgwunUet, on wtiloh 
Tom Hayes depended for the victory, and 
lost of all was Pink Star, with Jockey 
Minder in the saddle. Pink Star Is also 
a product of the Bluegrass country, and 
his daddy, Ph>k Coat, not only won one 
otf the most famous American Derbies 
that was ever run, but on May 10, 1900. 
he ran the fastest seven furlongs that 
was ever negotiated over th© famous track 
at Churchill Downs.

"They’ll never catch him now; Zal Is on 
his way and the son of First Mate will 
show these Kentuckians what Lleber Karl 
failed to do." 

And so It looked for a time. Boland 
hod hustled th© Qerat horse to tho front 
and he came with a terrlfllc burst of 
speed, leading his field by half a length 
as they passed the stand on their first 
time around. Ovelando, on which the de¬ 
pendence of the entire Bluegrass section 
of tli© State hai^ been placed, was in 
second position and running easily, while 
about the mouth of Ills rider. Jockey Dave 
Nicol, there played a cynical smile, which 
meant that tills premier Jockey of the 
West expected to come on and win when 
he felt like IL Woolsandals was fourth 
and behind him was a bit of a negro, his 
eyes afire, who was struggling for a po¬ 
sition. This was Dale Austin, on Red- 
gauntlet. and well he knew that bis mas¬ 
ter, Tom Hayes, had wagered enough on 
bis mount’s chances to buy a splendid 
stock farm. There was a scurrying for 
positions through the stretch, and for the 
fraction of a second It looked like Austin 
and Redgauntlet would go down, but the 
negro finally got,bis mount straightened 
out and ho was’in a good place, lying 
directly behind the leaders as the field 
mode the first turn.

Directly across 
the field from the finish line, in Stable E, 
was Arcite, the son of Alvescott, the fav¬ 
orite and popular choice until thv rain fell 
on Sunday afternoon—and it wos of this 
colt that Mr. Long had been thinking. 


Out In front, however. Zal, th© Nash¬ 
ville horse, continued to blaze tho way. 
Boland ovldently had Instructions to ride 
as far and as fast as lie could, because 
he did this very thing. Pink Star, with 
the pink silks and Minder, was last, but 
this mite of a bov was only biding hla 
time and following Instructions to the let¬ 
ter. 

They swung into the back stretch with 
Zal leading by a length and a half, and 
here Nicol, on Ovelando. made his bid. 
The rowels cut dark red streaks In the 
bay colt’s sides and the lash fell with 
mercllnss energy across his flanks, and in 
a few bounds he had almost caught Zal. 
and those from the Bluegrass land gave 
vent to a concentrated shout that must 
have been heard for miles.

But Pink 8tar won easily. Along down 
about the sixteenth pole Minder gar© 
Pink Star his bead. The lash fell across 
his foamy sides a couple of times, and th© 
son of Pink Coat and Mary Malloy shot 
to the front. In one, two, five Jumps he 
wns a length to the good, and when 
the wire was reached there w’as plenty 
of daylight between him and Zal. his 
nearest competitor. Behind these were 
four colts In wdrfch a t*vr moments be¬ 
fore the highest hopes hud been placed 
and on whoso chances thousands of dol¬ 
lars had been wagered. 

It was a good Derby, and the best horse, 
when the condition of the track Is con¬ 
sidered. undoubtedly won the victory. 
But. standing down along the fence near

On looks Orlandwlck. the handsome 
son of Orlando, put his five companions 
in the shade and w*hen his trainer, Allan 
Steele, took off his blanket expressions 
of admiration were heard on all sides. 
How well Orlandwlck'* looks belled him 
is told by the running of the Derby. 

Redgauntlet, the favorite, was tho cyno¬ 
sure of all eyes In tho paddock. Ho 
looked fit and ready fer the race of his 


Ilf© and there wns a crowding and Jost¬ 
ling on th© part of the crowd to h?ar 
Tom Hayes* latest instructions to Jockey 
Austin that reminded on© of the Chicago 
wheat pit on a busy day. The Instruc¬ 
tions wore whispered, however, and did 
not get to the public ear. 

A classy looking colt was Wool sandal*, 
th© depend?nce of Col. W. B. ApplrgaU* 
in th© big race. Several good Judges of 
horse flesh ventured the opinion that tho 
California wonder would g*»t some of th3 
grapes, and there was a rush for the 
betting ring, only to find that his price 
had been cut from aixes to threes. Jock¬ 
ey Charlie Koemer, the Louisville hoy. 
who hod the leg up on Woolsandals. came 
in for a great share of attention. Hi* 
work Inst winter on the Pacific coast 
had mtule him something of an Idol in 
th© eyes of the local turfites, and when 
he cum© out of the Jockey’s room he 
was applauded vigorously. The white 
and blue of Col. # Applegate was watched 
with cage moos during th© running of the 
race and there was gloom In the paddock 
when the field passed In th© stretch and 
Woolsandals was noted In the rear divis¬ 
ion. 

Zal. the prido of Tennessee, and consid¬ 
ered ono of the real contending factors in 
tho Derby, was paraded before the ad¬ 
miring thousands. H© appeared well and 
fit and while he was being saddled he 
was as nervous a* a High School vale¬ 
dictorian. Class was stamped all over 
him. but many whoso opinion In turf 
matters Is considered of value expressed 
serious doubts its to his ability to nego¬ 
tiate th© Derby route. It was well known 
that the Oerst colt had a fondness for 
mud. but general opinion conceded that 
he would tir© badly at the mile post. 
Jockey Boland, who hod the n10 ^ at - 
smiled confidently as the process!™ filed 
out of the paddock gate and his admirers 
were sure that he would give a good ac¬ 
count of himself at the end of the Jour¬ 
ney. It is the belief that Bokrad. had he 
avoided tho early pace, would have 
brought his mount home a winner. 

pink Star, which with Orhuidwick. were 
despised outsiders in the betting, d*d not 
rocelve the attention ot the paddock 
crowd, which oould "see’' nothing 
Redgauntlet and Ovehmdo.

Interest. The classic, which was first run 
thirty-two years ago, over the famous 
course. Is the oldest and most historic 
stake on the American running turf, and 
has associated with It memories and tra¬ 
ditions that cluster around no other event 
and no other race course. 

The Kentucky Derby was instituted by 
the late Col. M. Deads Clark, and In it a 
numerous runnings it has had an Illus¬ 
trious roll of names as winners, which 
began with Aristides, in 1875. No other 
prize annually contested in the racing 
world 1 b so largely coveted by horsemen 
ae this premier event of the Western 
turf. It la a fact that the Derby usually 
has gone contrary to expectations In so 
far as Hs winner Is concerned, but few 
favorites for the event have crossed tho 
wire victors. 

The successful contestants for the rich 
prize have in the larger percentage of 
times been what are known os “dark 
horses," that Is. horses which the owners, 
bookmakers and general public accorded 
but alight consideration as probable vic¬ 
tors. This was notable of the first Ken¬ 
tucky Derby, when Aristides was put In 
the race in tho hope of killing off the 
favorite, that tho "little red horse's" 
stablcmate, Chesapeake, the second 
choice, might grab the grapes.

JOCKEY MINDER GETS 

$500 FOR RIDING WINNER. 

The happiest boy in the world was 
Jockey "Andy** Minder when Owner 
Woodford handed him five crisp one- 
hund red-dollar bills as hia reward for 
piloting Pink Star to victory In the Der¬ 
by. During the past two y^« of his rac¬ 
ing career, the little Jockey had up to the 
New Orleans meeting been the victim 
of bard luck, having sustained a .serlotn* 
fall and Injury at Churchill Down* *t the 
spring meeting of 1906. 

Tiior to that time Minder was one o 
the crack "Jocks" of the Canadian circuit 
and scored many a victory at the . 
em tmeka In a sprint race at Churchill 
Dr<wiw In that year he received a bad 
tpiU in u sprln race while riding vne of 


George Hendries' horses. He went down 
In a bunch and one of tbe horses bohlnd 
him dug his heels Into hl« skull, which 
nearly ended his life. The Jockey was 
takro to th© Norton Infirmary, where hls» 
skull was trephined and a small silver 
plate inserted to take the place of a por¬ 
tion of bone whdeh had been removed. 

Fbr three months Minder hovered be¬ 
tween life and death, and when he was 
able to leave the Institution he was sc 
we.ik that he could not take to the riding 
game again until he had a long rest 
After a summer on a farm, his love for 
the thoroughbred again brought him in»c 
the Jockey ranks. Ho wn* given but few 
mounts on horses of indifferent class, and 
showed a return to his oW form, In spite 
of this handicap. He was particularly 
alert at the post, and never incurred the 
displeasure of the starter. Gentlemanly 
and well-behaved, unlike most Jockeys, 
Minder has always held the esteem of 
the betting public and his employer*. 

At the recent New Orleans meeting 
Minder's work attracted the attention of 
W. H. Flzer, who signed him under con 
tract after hla regular Jacker, Sed'v, 
had been suspended indefinitely by the 
City Park officials. Mr. Flzer's Judgment 
was rewarded when Minder twice rode 
John L. Inglis&nd Morales to victory. At 
the Lexington meeting he also piloted 
these horses to victory, as well as the 
good two-year-old Orhtndot. 

Minder was bora near Brooklyn. N. Y. 
and Is twenty years old. He hss been 
riding for about six years. He hns won 
two Derbies, th© first brdng th© Buffalo 
Derby, when he put Sombrero over the 
plate a winner, and the wonderful victory 
of yesterday. HJs Instructions yesterday 
were to lay bock until th© three-eighths 
pole and then make his run. He adhered 
strictly to the directions of Mr. Fizer, and 
enfffiy keeping his mount within striking 
distance of the lenders, possod the tiring 
pacemaker in the stretch, pun and won

"I knew that I was on a good horse," 
said Minder after ibe race. "He was fun 
nlng easy all of the way, and when I 
got him In the better going he went by 
Zal as 4f the latter was tied.

In 1579 a favorite won the Derby for the 
first time, when Lord Murphy pa»»ed un¬ 
der the wtr*> tn front or Falsetto, the 
sire of two subsequent victor* of the 
coveted trophy—Ills Eminence and S.-r 
Huon. Even In this race it was a close 
coll for tbe favorite, for Lord Murphy 
went to his kn*es after colliding wtth Ada 
Glenn, but Jockey Sauer got him to his 
feet 1 rrtdme to beat Falsetto to the wire. 
• • • 

Another long-shot. Fonso, won easily 
from Kimball, tihe favorite, In 1880. Al¬ 
though FVmiao was messed about In the 
race, hi* game finish in second place 
stamped him as being probably the best 
horse in tbe race. The other starters were 
never real contenders for first prize, 

Hindoo, th© following year, revenged 
the defeat of fils sire, IWmyar. by can¬ 
tering to victory In hollow fashion. He 
was regarded as a sure winner, and the 
running of tbe event Justified public opin¬ 
ion. 

Scandal attached bo tho running of tho 
©vesxt in 1882, when Apollo snatched the 
blue ribbon. U hns been said that Runny- 
mode, the favorite in this race, was de¬ 
feated by a Job of the big bookmakers, 
who stood to *loe© -thousands of dolbcrE 
on their winter books. Runny mode be¬ 
longed to On«>t. S. S. Brown, and was 
heavily pki.yed ail ov©r the country 
months before th© race was run. By ac- 
oidoTvt or design th© favorite was pocketed 
and could never got up. Years afterward 
Capt. Brown declared that Runnymode's 
race was not on xhe level, but nothing 
was ever proved against those who were 
alleged to have framed th© Job. 

For th© first time a hors© belonging to 


1883. when Leonmtus. by Longfellow, tow 
roped hie Acid and passed under th© wire 
with Open day Ugh t between him and the 
s©o sid Ivors©. 

In 1584 Isaac Murphy, who rod© several 
subooquent Derby winners, came to the 
from os a premier Jockey wluen he pilot¬ 
ed home Buchanan in front of Bob Miles, 
the favorite. 

Tbe following year saw a favorite in 
Joe Cotton, by King Alfonso, jktas under 
th© wire an ©usy winner In 2:374- The 
track wan slow, and everybody knew 
that Jo© Cotton was a bear in that sort 
of going. The "bookies" were almost put 
out of commission on this raoe.

Ben Ah, a California oott, won th© stir 
©vent In 1886. although Free Knlgat, 
wiLh Snapper Garrison aboard, all but 
trimmed him in tbe fast time of 2:864. 

Sad Is the memory of those who backed 
Jim Gore, th© favorite In the Derby of 
1887. This grand colt was owned by 
Amos M. Campbell, of Louisville. It w.is 
discovered on the day of th© race that 
he had a bad leg and th© wild attempt 
was mad© by th© public to hedge their 
bets on Dan burg. The field got off well. 
Jim Gore taking the lead. He all but 
had the race won when he broke down 


in the Atrotch and with only three good 
legs he reached the wire just behind 
Montrose, a 15-to-l shot. Baninag wa-< 
among thie "also rana" 

The fourteenth Derby was won In a 
smashing contest by th© gelding Mac¬ 
beth II.. son of Mac Duff, from the hiln- 
erto unbeaten Galllfet. Tho time wus 
2:38V 

No one hereabouts will ever forget the 
Derby of 1889. when Proctor Knott, the 
pride of Kentucky, the winner of the 
first Futurity and one of tho grandest 
and game&t horses that ever faced a 
starter, was defeated by Spokane, the son 
of Hyder—All. Hundreds of thousands 
of dollars were lost by the barkers of 
the BluegTass thoroughbred. Pike Barns, 
who had the mount on Proctor Knott, 
went to the foro when the signal wns 
given. He sot a heart-breaking pace thnt 
dismayed rivaJ horse* and riders alike, 
but th© game Spokane had been trained 
to follow a fiying pacemaker and hung on 
tenaciously as th© circuit was rounded. 
Inch by Inch Spokane caught up with 
Proctor Knott ns ho responded to the 
hand-ride of Jockey Riloy. At the same 
time Proctor Knout looked all over a 
winner until the head of th© stretch was 
reached, when he bolted. 

Then followed a hors© race that seldom 
has been witnessed on a Kentucky race 
course. Little Barn*. In a twinkling, got 
Proctor Knott straightened, while Spo¬ 
kane was flying like lightning toward the 
wire. Tho great colt closed tbe Interven¬ 
ing gap little by little and within fifty 
yards of tbe wire a great shout went up 
from the grand stand, for It wn* believed 
that he would win In spite of hi* mis¬ 
hap. Bpoknne's Jockey, however, made a 
supreme effort at this point and fairly 
lifted his mount over the wire with a 
nose to wpare. Proctor Knott's wide 
swing at th© head of the stretch cost 
him a victory and his thousands of ad¬ 
mirers a fortune. 

• • • 

Isaac Murphy again landed a Derby 
winner In 1890. whon he piloted Riley, a 
son of Longfellow, to victory. Riley was 
second choice In the betting and was the 
property of Edward Corrigan. The next 
year saw the favorite, Kingman, an eai-*y 
winner. 

A great turf battle was fought in tho 
following year's Derby, when Azra and 
Huron raced neck and necK from the 
start and through th© mil© and one-bnlf 
course to the finish. Azra was returned 
th© victor by a head. 

Lookout, the famous son of Troubadour, 
easily won tho next year's renewal and 
Boundless, hi* stable mate, which subse¬ 
quently captured th© World's Fair Ameri¬ 
can Derby, ran third. 

Another favorite easily won th^ 
Derby, when Chant galloped homo In 
front of Pearl Song ana Sigurd. 

From a field of four starters Halma. 
th© great son of Hanover, won the last 
Kentucky Derby that was run over tbe 
mil© and one-half course He had a hol¬ 
low victory In 2:374- Halma was the sire 
of a later Derby winner. Alan-a-Dale. 

A rousing flnb*h characterized the fol¬ 
lowing year’s running of the event. In 
which the contestants had a quarter of 
a mile leas distance to go. In this race 
Bon Brush, son of Bramble, and one of 
the greatest horses that ever ran In the 
Kentucky Derby, was virtually lifted un¬ 
der the 'wire by 81m* a fraction of an 
Inch in front of Ben Eder. a 10 to 1 shot. 
There were eight contender*, and the 
time was 2:07\. So close was the finish 
that a blanket might have covered 
three first horses, and there

who to this day contend that Ben Elder 
was the winner.

Largely through a miserable ride by 
Lonnie Clayton. Ornament was beaten the 
next year by the Top Gallant colt, Ty- 

C hoon IL Ornament wa* the favorite. 

ut succeeded in getting in every pocket 
and wus vnessod about at ©very opportu¬ 
nity. and had no chance when the pinch 
came. The victor crossed the wire with 
only a head to s;»are from Ornament, 
whose gam© effort in th© last sixteenth 
won the* admiration of the onlooker*. 

Carr / og thousands of dollars of public 
money, and pt.TLcul&rly the dollars of hl» 
Tennessee followers. Lleber Karl, the 
Schorrs' d< cjnrndent in the race, went 
down to defeat before the terrific speed 
of Plaudit In U98. 

By open daylight Manuel, the son of 
Bob Milos, won the following year's event 
from the California crack. Corstne. There 
were but five starter* that year. 

In 1900 the widely heralded Lieut. 
Gibson blazed the wny to victory, and 
made the record for the Derby at 2:064. 
Tho Glbjoi colt never was in danger, 
and even tie much-touted Florizar. win¬ 
ner of the 1 1 nnessee Derby, could not 
get near tht winner. 

The year KOI saw another favorite dis¬ 
graced and a Tennessee Idol shattered. 
Alard Shock, owned by Schorr, the Mem- 

S hls brewer, an odds-on favorite, ran a 
isappolnting race In a field of five, and 
th© trophy wont to HI* Eminence, mak¬ 
ing th© second ttme that It had been 
won by a Falsetto colt His Eminence 
was ridden by Jockey Wlnkfleld. 

Another game straggle was witnessed 
in the 1902 running or the Derby, when 
A lan-a-Dale, son of the Derby winner. 
Halma. crossed the goal Just a neck In 
front of Inventor. Alan-a-Dale had a had 
leg that gave way under him Just a* he 
reached the wire, and his gameness was 
applauded to the limit. Abe Frank, the 
favorite, never was prominent In the 
race. 

Six horses faced the starter In 1903. 
Among those Early was considered the 
real thing, and carried a ton of lhe pub¬ 
lic’s money. He was ridden by \vlnk- 
fleld. tbe best negro Jockey In these part* 
at that time. The running of th© race, 
however, did not Justify the public's con¬ 
fidence, for th© trophy was won by Judge 
Himes, with Booker up. Wlnkfleld put 
up a »>ad rldo. thereby losing much glory 
and a fat purse for his employer.

In 1004 Elwood. the long shot In a fiold 
of five, won th© evont m the last few 
strides. Bnt a few' wise people who had 
boon apprised of the winner's work-outs, 
likewise a number of "railbirds, had 
their money on th© son of Fre© Knight. 

In 1905 the Derby was distinctly a two- 
horse race, with Agile, the favorite, much 
the best and never fully extended from 
the time he was sent winging away from 
the barrier until the finish was reached. 
Capt. Jim Williams’ much - heralded 
Ram’s Horn ran a disappointing race. 

Last year’s classic was won by bir 
Huon. th© property of George J. Long, a 
Louisville turfman and the master or 
Bash/ord Manor. Sir Huon was th© fa¬ 
vorite for the event, and hls private work¬ 
outs prior to tho race left no room for 
doubt tn the minds of turfmen as to th© 
outcome of the race. Ln.dy Navarra ana 
James Reddick finished second and third, 
respectively. Blr Huon was tho third 
Falsetto colt to annex the Kentucky 
Derby. Hls victory was a popular one. 
and th© local public and that of the Im¬ 
mediate vicinity were down, hook lln© 
and sinker, on th© pride of Bnshford Ma- 
nor.

Between fifteen and twenty thousand 
people witnessed the running of the Ken¬ 
tucky Derby yesterday. Tbe grand stand 

was one swaying mans of humanity. 
Women In gorgeous attire graced the 
boxes and occupied seats back of the rail¬ 
ing. while the steps leading to the grand 
stand fairly groaned with people. During 
the running of the Derby the grand stand, 
clubhouse and the space intervening t>e- 
tween the steps of eadh wnd tho fence 
separating the inclosure from tit© track 
swarmed with humanity. It was a scene 
that will live long In the memory of race¬ 
goers. 

Handsomely gowned women divided 
honors with the thoroughbreds from the 
standpoint of attetnlon attracted. The> 
were everywhere In evidence, and their 
smiles lent enchantment to the scene. 
Some of the fair«*t representatives of the 
State were present and their vivacious 
beauty was In kepelng with the flowers 
and music. 

The racegoers began arriving at the 
Downs as early a* 1 o'clock yesterday aft¬ 
ernoon. Every Fourth-avenue car from 
then until 3 o'clock was crowded to the 
guards. The bt>ulevard was olive with ve¬ 
hicle*. all headed for the historic race 
course. There were automobiles, cab*, tal- 
lyho* and carriages, all bearing therlr full 
proportion of human freight. 

Men In gaudy attire, wearing red neck¬ 
tie* and checkered trousers, won© there, 
rubbing elbows with sober-looklng men of 
state, wearing silk hat* and Prince Albert 
coats. Tbe man with trousers frayed at 
th© bottoms and with the heels of hi* 
shoes worn down wo© also there. Tills 
specimen wa* largely In th© minority, 
however, as the gat© fee was an obstacle 
which many oould not surmount. 

Kentuckian* were everywhere In evi¬ 
dence. Men wearing broad-brimmed hats 
and earning themselves with an easy 
grace sauntered through the paddock anj 
took thekr places near the grand rtond 
and clubhouse before tho running of each 
race. Men and women alike, many of 
them, wore slung over their shoulders 
and suspended by a strap a case contain¬ 
ing field glasses. 

Out In the field were stable boys and 
owners. The former had thrown over their 
shoulders red blankets and th© colors of 
the stables with which they were con¬ 
nected. The owner* viewed the mass of 
people In th© grand stand and then turned 
their attention to the condition of th© 
track. 

While the crowd at Churchill Down* 
yesterday did not exceed other crowds 
that hav© gathered there on similar occa¬ 
sions. It was exceptionally large consid¬ 
ering the threatening weather. The day 
was cloudy throughout until Just before 
the running of the fourth race, when for 
a brief period the sun mad© Ks appear¬ 
ance and dispersed the fears of those who 
had anticipated rsuln.

"Washington, May, 6. —[Special ]— An 
Important Indian land case that has 
been before vaYious courts for years 
was to-day decided in favor of tho 
United States Government by the Court 
of Claims. The amount Involved is 
$155,200. The case Is that of John T. 
Ayres, executor of Ell Ayres vs. the 
Government. Ell Ayres some years ago 
bought a considerable tract of land 
from the Choctaw Indians, the prop¬ 
erty lying on the boundary of Tennes- 
fiee and Mississippi. The contention of 
fho Government was the Indians had no 
light to sell the lands. 

This case was first brought before 
the Court of Claims here In 1805 after 
going through courts In the South.

Ira F. Brainard, Who Bought In the 
Property At Foreclosure Sale, 
Chief Stockholder. 


Articles incorporating: the Central Stock 
Yards Company of Kentucky were filed 
in the office of the County Clerk yester¬ 
day afternoon. The capital stock of the 
company in placed at $300,000. divided into 
shares of $100 each- The incorporators 
and their holdings are Ira F. Brainard. of 
Pittsburg. 2.994 shares; R. C. Watkins, 
three shares, and J. H. Ashcraft. Jr., 
three shares. The maximum debt Is fixed 
at $300,000. 

The new company is a reorganisation of 
the old Central Stock Yards Company, 
which was incorporated under the laws of 
Delaware. It Is remembered that the 
property of the old company was sold un¬ 
der foreclosure proceedings several weeks 
ago. and that Mr. Brainard was the pur¬ 
chaser. Mr. rBalnard was the principal 
stockholder In the old company and also 
Its principal creditor. He said last night 
that organization by the election of of¬ 
ficers will be effected os soon as a char¬ 
ter Is granted by the Secretary of State.

In 1887 Louis 
Cotney married Mary Hums, and they 
now live at 2124 Ellsworth street, Phila¬ 
delphia. Two years ago Joseph Cotney 
married Margaret Burns, and they live 
at 1521 South Capital street, in the 
Quaker City. 

The Cotney children Inevitably will 
be double cousins—or is it triple cous¬ 
ins? And each husband undoubtedly Is 
his own wife’s brother-in-law. 

A man In Minnesota married the sis¬ 
ter of his grandson's wife. The latter 
came to Chicago, nnd her sister grand¬ 
mother recently came to visit her. "How 
Is it that your sister’s name is the same 
as yours when you both are married?" 
asked a friend, and then the grandson’s 
wife told the Joke of the relationship 
under pledge of secrecy. The two wo¬ 
men tried to figure out their kinship, 
but had to give It up because it threat¬ 
ened to drive them to the point reached 
by the Pennsylvania man. 

They followed the case far enough to 
know that the grandson wna the broth¬ 
er-in-law of his grandfather and the 
uncle of his father's brother, who also 
was his uncle.

CARS HAVE EVIL RESULTS. 


[New' York Herald.] 

Under the leadership of Mrs. Robert 
Frances Cartwright, the Federation of 
Women's Clubs will meet at the Hotel 
Astor. at 10 o’clock Friday morning to 
organize a crusade against the trans¬ 
portation conditions which, they assert, 
are a danger to the morals of the city. 

The Brooklyn bridge crush Is to be 
the first point of attack. Conditions in 
the subway will be taken up next. 

The crusade is conducted primarily in 
behalf of the defenseless working girls 
who are subject to Insult by men at the 
bridge. The women expect to call on 
the Mayor and Bridge Commissioner to 
install escalators at the Brooklyn 
bridge, a step, they believe, wrould af¬ 
ford considerable relief from the com- 
plalned-of evils. 

Mrs. Cartwright was very emphatic In 
her statement of the case to on Evening 
Mail reporter to-day. 

"Why. it Is simply shocking the way 
these poor girls arc mistreated." she 
sold. "I have made It a point to visit 
the downtown reartaurtnts, w’here the 
# work1ng girls eat, and I have scraped 
acquaintances with many of them. The 
stories of the insults that have been 
forced ui»on them are frightful. They 
do not dare appeal for aid, for if they 
did, they would Just as like a« not be 
taken to the station house among a lot 
of roughs who would not believe their 
stories. 

"The girls are utterly unprotected. 
They cannot have the men who annoy 
them arrested, for as soon as they ojII 
for help, the offenders take to their 
heels, or sw'ear that they are Innocent. 
Hundreds of girls are grossly insulted 
in this city every day, and unless im¬ 
mediate steps are taken to suppress the 
practice our city will soon tak*- the 
aspect of the ancient cities where lib¬ 
ertinism and free love were the cus¬ 
toms. 

"I have had little girls—mere chil¬ 
dren of ten and twelve—tell me that 
men had insulted them in the subway. 
A great part of the inrmomUty in tho 
big cities U due to Just this sort of 
thing. I have no doubt that hundreds 
of our young girls are ruined, and many 
promising young men led astray Just 
through being obliged to ride packed in 
like sardines in crowded cars and off 
humanity choked stairways of our 
bridges and elevateds. 

"R is up to ibe city to put a stop to 
this. We women are going to open 
the way and show the officials where 
they are permitting the community to 
go to smash. Perhaps they do not rea¬ 
lize the enormity of the moral crimes 
that are committed on account of the 
negligence in providing better means of 
transportation, etc. 

"I have also heard from the police of 
the immorality In New York, but they 
say that they cannot stop It, because 
girls are unwilling to appear in court 
or stand the exposure and notoriety at¬ 
tendant upon the prosecution of those 
w'ho annoy them.

The church has bce*n without 
a pastor since the resignation of the 
Rev. E. B. Pollard to accept a professor¬ 
ship In the Northern Baptist Theological 
Seminary In Rochester. N. Y. 

Dr. Daw’ee has been pastor of the High¬ 
land Baptist church for twelve years, hav¬ 
ing com»* from Carlisle. In that time the 
congregation has grown In membership 
from 120 to 46»). Recently the church has 
erected a handsome and commodious 
Sunday-school building, at a cost of $12.- 
000. Dr. Dawes Is president of the Ken¬ 
tucky Baptist Young People’s Union and 
chairman of the Executive Committee of 
the Baptist Young People’s Union of the 
South He Is nlso prominent In the Lou¬ 
isville Ministerial Association.

She told me that 
that very' morning she had been Joatled 
by a man on the stairs. He followed 
her In the car and grossly insulted her. 
Driven to desperation, she drew her 
hatpin and Jammed it into his leg. It 
served him right. Women have got 
to be protected, and If she had killed 
the fellow she would not have been to 
blame, as she was acting in self-de¬ 
fense. 

’A>t our meeting Friday we will have 
a number of girls who have been in- 
•oltod who will tell their stories frank¬ 
ly. and we will use them to get a line 
on the kind of men we have to deal 
with and their methods. 

"What we are going to strike for first 
is escaltors at Brooklyn bridge. They 
will not Interfere with the old stair¬ 
cases, nnd we are confident that the 
'Mayor and the Bridge Commissioner 
will have them put up at once. 

"The escalator will be a great pro¬ 
tection to women on. the bridge, na It 
is so constructed that each passenger 
Is practically Isolated from the one In 
front and the one behind. In this way 
it will be a very great help to decency 
nnd morality." 


PROVES POWDER AND

Ed Mullins Kills Man Who Boasted 
Guns Could Not End 
His Life. 


Jackson, Ky., May 6.—"Tricky" Tom 
Tharp was shot and instantly killed by 
his own pistol at Elkatawa Sunday, In 
a "blind tiger."

A dispute suddenly arose 
and Mullins, It Is alleged, grabbed 
Tharp's pistol and shot him twice with 
It before Tharp could wrench It out of 
Ills hands. Mullins, it Is alleged, then 
shot the wounded man again with his 
ow*n pistol. 

Tharp has been locally prominent ns 
an all-around bad man for years. He 
earned the name of "Tricky" by his 
adroitness In extricating himself from 
desperate situations. He had often 
boasted that powder and lead would not 
kill him. This argument seemed to be 
proved a year ago, w’hen Tharp recov¬ 
ered from a pistol shot fired straight 
Into his right eye.

Secretary of Agriculture On 
Crop Prospects. 


SAYS REPORTS OF DAMAGE 
HAVE BEEN EXAGGERATED. 


NEVER SAW BRIGHTER PROS¬ 
PECTS IN HIS LIFE. 


SAYS IT IS DONE FOR PUF.FOSE 


Chicago, May 6.—The report® of dam¬ 
age to crop®, Which have been ^0 nu¬ 
merous of late, owing to the una:a- 
sonible weather nnd the ravage® of 
bug®, have been greatly exaggerated, 
according to James Wilson. Secretary 
of AgricuTture. who la in Chicago to¬ 
night. Mr. Wll-aon eoid; 

"Spring seeding Is a little backward 
on oe-count of cold weather, but there 
Is plenty of time between now’ and the 
last of September to grow a crop of all 
kinds of grain. In Minnesota nnd tho 
Dakota®, where we get most of our 
spring wheat, seeding has been delayed 
about two weeks, but with a few days 
of w’arm sunshine, planting will be in 
full progress, and I don’t see what Is 
to prevena a normal crop of spring 
wheat In the«e States. As regards the 
Canadian Northwest, according to what 
I consider authentic advices from that 
section, the w’rather has been so cold 
liuu plowing fras been almost impos¬ 
sible. However, such a condition in the 
Canadian Nortihu'ejst won’t make a 
great deal o-f difference w’hen this year’s 
crop is harvested. The Canadian farm¬ 
er grows but a small proportion of the 
total crop of wheat, and I am of the 
opinion that the deficiency. If there 
should be any. In that part of the 
country this year* will hardly be no¬ 
ticed when harvesting throughout the 
world h us been completed. 

"In the Southwest there have been 
numerous cfcairOe for the pant three 
weeks of serioud damage being wrought 
by “green" bug®. These reports of 
diamage t» t/he winter wiveat have been* 
grossly exaggerated. While I have had 
many reports ubout the green bug, still 
the damage wrought by these insects 
has been local in every instance, and 
there has not been any general attack 
by Ms pe^t. as some people are en¬ 
deavoring to make it appear. 

"The crop as a whole may be delayed 
somewhat in ripening, but not enough 
to cause any apprehension. Com will 
suffer the most, as plowing has been 
delayed considerably. 

"I can eihute without any reservation 
that I n<ver in my life saw’ brighter 
prospevts than are prevailing at the 
present time. Taken as a whole I see 
no cause for complaint, and I think it 
will be found when threshing time 
come* around that all this cry of crop 
damage has been made for a purpose."

CHARGED TO THIEVES. 


GENERAL STORE AT MIDDLE- 
TOWN BURNED TO GROUND. 


Wood & Pearcy Suffer Loss On Build¬ 
ing and Stock Amounting To 
About $10,000. 


av?***' believed to have been started by 
thieves* completely gutted the general 
etore of Wood & Pearcy. nt Middletown, 
at.an early hour yesterday morning, eaus- 
ing a low of about $10,000. The residence 
Of Mr. Pearcy. which adjoins the store 
amrthe'bnrn In the rear of the residence 
of £>r.;.B. »0. Weather ton. was slightly 
damaged by fire. Many of the people liv¬ 
ing in the neighborhood attempted to 
fight the tire With buckets of water In 
lieu of better fire-lightIng apparatus, but 
their efforts seemed to have little effect 
upon the Humes, which burned steadily 
until the whole store of Wood & Pearcv 
Was destroyed. 

Mr. Pearcy went through the store at 
11 o clock Sunday night. There was no 
Are In the furnace or stoves, and no 
lights had been lit since Saturday night. 
The tire was discovered by Dr. Weather- 
ton at 8 o’clock yesterday morning, when 
he was aroused by the crackling of the 
burning timber. He at once sounded the 
alarm, and soon there was a bucket brig¬ 
ade trying to prevent thn spread of the 
flames. The fire then had gained sv-'b 
headway that it wus Impossible for the 
fire fighters to extinguish It The roof 
collapsed, and the Are fight *rs then 
turned their attention to adjoining prop¬ 
erty*. But for this It is probable tnat Mr. 
Fearcy’s residence would have been 
burned .to the*.ground. 

As U was. .t suffered slightly by the 
Are. It caught Are twice, but Ihe tlmriv 
action of the neighbors in drenching the 
walla prevented the flames from spread¬ 
ing rapidly, and diligent work succeeded 
In putting them out entirely, thus conAn- 
ing the loss on this building within $200. 
The burn in the rear of the store caught 
Are. but the bucket brigade again put In 
good work, and managed to extinguish 
the blase before serious loss was suffered. 

The burned building was built four 
yeans ago. It la a one-stpry frame 
structure. and Is situated in the heart of 
Middletown. The buildjng and stock to¬ 
gether were valued at $10,000. 
amounts to only $1,600.
